Five-time World Champion Mick 
Doohan underwent 3 /; hours of surgery 
on Friday, May 14, to repair his broken 
collarbone, left forearm and right leg - 
injuries he suffered during a qualifying 
crash on May 7 in Jerez, Spain. Dr. 
Arthur Ting, Dr. Kevin Louie and Dr. 
Trig G. McClellan operated on Doohan 
in Menlo Park, California, using six 
screws and a metal plate in Doohan's 
forearm and 12 screws, two plates and a 
bone graft to repair his broken right 
tibia. 


Yoshimura Suzuki's Mat Mladin has 
been fined $1500 by the AMA for his 
actions at the Laguna Seca round of the 
AMA Superbike National Champi- 
onship on May 2, and he also faces the 
possibility of a one-race suspension, 
according to AMA Pro Racing's Merrill 
Vanderslice. "Mat's been fined $1500 
and there's the possibility of a one-race 
suspension if he chooses not to write a 
couple of apology letters," Vanderslice 
said. "He's in violation of two or three 
rules: not attending rider briefings and 
attempting to stop or delay a race. Basi- 
cally, his actions have been detrimental 
to the sport of motorcycle racing, with 
his public display of temperament. 
We've tolerated this for quite some time 
now, but it's time we put a stop to it. It's 
not what he says - after all, it's a free 
country - but he's being unprofessional 
and, just like any other sport, there are 
penalties. If you yell at a baseball 
umpire, you get taken out of the game. 
In NASCAR, they can put you at the 
back of the grid. It's nothing to do with 
what he says in print or anywhere else, 
it's the public displays that are unpro- 
fessional." Mladin was adamant that he 





didn't want the red-flagged AMA 
Superbike National at Laguna Seca 
restarted when it was stopped with 
seven laps remaining, and he was 
involved in an argument between offi- 
cials, himself and other riders at the 
start-finish line. Following the race, 
Mladin was a no-show at the postrace 
press conference. Mladin has been asked 
to write letters of apology to AMA road 
racing manager Ron Barrick and to the 
Laguna Seca media office. 


Yoshimura Suzuki's Jason Pridmore is 
also in hot water with the AMA. Prid- 
more has been fined $300 for "not 
attending three rider briefings," said 
Vanderslice. According to the AMA, 
rider attendance at the briefings is 
mandatory.

XR engine may have turned out to be a

Honda CR125R and CR250R are all-new 
machines, featuring “second-generation” 
semi-double-cradle aluminum frames that 
Honda says are tuned to provide the optimum 
combination of rigidity and necessary flex for 
impact absorption, traction compliance and 
vibration reduction. Both models will also 
receive frame-geometry changes and a new 
swingarm. The layout of the machines is said 
to be much narrower, imparting a lighter, 
slimmer feel. 

Suspensionwise, the CRs will receive new 
shocks and revised linkage ratios, with the 
CR125R utilizing a new KYB fork with 
improved damping characteristics. The 
CR250R is equipped with a Showa front fork 
with internal modifications to help reduce fric- 
tion. 

Both engines have been thoroughly 
redesigned and feature larger airboxes, new 
cylinders and heads, all-new power valve 
designs and new exhaust pipes. A Mikuni 
TMX carb now feeds the CR125R's combustion 
chamber, with the juices being ignited by a 
redesigned ignition system. Suggested retail 
prices are $4899 for the CR125R and $5799 for 
the CR250R. Expect to see both bikes in dealer 
showrooms by September. Also returning with 
minor revisions will be Honda's CR80R, 
CR80R Expert and CR500R.

Dakar Rally pyramid scheme 

The 2001 Dakar Rally on which the 
KTM LC8 is scheduled to make its 
debut is set to cover a very different 
route from the Paris-Dakar and Grana- 
da-Dakar events held over the past 20 
years. According to an interview with 
the French magazine Moto Journal, 
rally organizer Hubert Auriol has gone 
on record as stating that, from the new 
millenium onward, the direction of the 
rally will change from north-south to 
west-east - while at the same time 
returning to its Paris starting point, 
instead of Granada in the south of 
Spain, where the ’99 event was flagged 
off. 

This means that, from next January, 
Dakar will merely be the gateway to | 
Africa, where all competitors will land 
on arrival (presumably by air) from 
France before crossing the Sahara into 
Libya and thence to Egypt, with the 
rally finishing in Cairo after a tour of 
the Pyramids. The exact route won't be 
finalized, says Auriol, until after a 
detailed reconnaissance of the countries 
entailed, once the hot desert season is 
over in October. But the main interest is 
in the inclusion of Libya as a focal part 
of the rally route. 

This has only been made possible by 


Benelli's 900-3 coming soon 
As the universally admired and eagerly awaited 
MV Agusta F4 finally achieves takeoff in produc- 
tion form, another of Italy’s historic bike marques 
is taxiing into position at the head of the comeback 
runway: Benelli. 

Currently owned by youthful tycoon and ex- 
600cc Supersport racer Andrea Merloni, whose 
family Indesit/ Ariston industrial empire is the 
largest European manufacturer of white goods 
(fridges, washing machines, etc.), Pesaro-based 
Benelli's revival began three years ago, when local 
resident Merloni acquired the rights to the name 
and set about launching a lineup of Minarelli-pow- 
ered scooters, in order to provide the cash flow 
needed to underpin the development of a range of 
motorcycles equipped with Benelli's own engines. 

Merloni, who currently splits his time between 
rebuilding Benelli and running his Team Gat- 
tolone World Superbike squad, hired former Fer- 
rari/Cagiva race engineer Riccardo Rosa to create 
a range of Benelli-badged bikes. 

As exclusively revealed in these columns over 
two years ago, Rosa's team has been working since 
then on a fuel-injected DOHC 12-valve three-cylin- 
der 900cc Benelli Superbike - first in V-three guise, 
but now in its final configuration a transverse in- 
line triple. This engine has been running on the 
dyno since the start of the year, and earlier this 
month construction was completed of the com- 
plete prototype motorcycle, with dramatic styling 
by a team which includes several former employ-

Pierer is now focusing on the firm's future expansion - 
headlined by the move into the twin-cylinder off-road and 
sportbike market that KTM has been planning for some 
time. 

Initially, this was projected to happen with a produc- 
tion version of the Folan 60-degree V-twin motor devel- 
oped in Sweden as a spinoff from the Husaberg single - 
but after encountering many problems (of both a technical 
and human nature) with the project, KTM left it to High- 
land to acquire exclusive use of the engine, while starting 
work on its own all-new V-twin motor. "We have every- 
thing on schedule now," says Pierer. “The first KTM 
motorcycle powered by the 75-degree V-twin engine 
we're developing in-house will be a ‘Hard Enduro’ that 
will appear early in 2001 (in prototype form in January's 
Dakar Rally, with the customer version set to appear at 
the Milan Show later that year... Editor). "To begin with, 
we'll restrict capacity to 800cc and power to 85 to 90 bhp - 
more than that is inappropriate for off-road riding - but in 
succeeding years we'll produce bigger-bore versions 
aimed at street use, naturally fitted with electronic fuel 
injection. Í can promise you a very nice family of motorcy- 
cles based on this V-twin engine design, which is the 
product of the outstanding 58-man R&D team working 
under our chief engineer, Wolfgang Felber." 

_ And, yes, this will include an LC8 V-twin street rod 
based on the Duke concept, for which designer Gerald 
Kiske admits to having already doodled a few prelimi- 
lesigns. “The Duke III will come in the 2003 model 
e says, "and will be a slightly taller but leaner ver- 
Ducati Monster. It'll be great in traffic - the ulti- 
t scooter! There's nothing else in the market at

jur-stroke reputation has grown to the point 
be seen to do things right, and to do it our 
. Felber says. "We started out with the 
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Folan engine but soon realized it’s not the basis for a pro- 
duction motorcycle: The fact there was some dispute 
about the rights to use it provided a convenient opportu- 
nity for us to exit the project. We briefly considered doing 
a deal with Aprilia to develop an off-road version of the 
RSV1000 motor, but even though this is a quite compact 
60-degree V-twin, it's too heavy for dirt use - so we went 
full speed ahead on building our own engine, and are 
honestly very pleased with the way it's turning out. But 
you'd expect me to say that, wouldn't you? Except it's 
true!" 

But that's not all, for Felber and his team are also 
working on launching a replacement for the current LC4 
engine in 2002, based on one-half of the V-twin motor and 
aimed at street and enduro use. In addition, KTM is also 
planning a range of lightweight competition dirt bikes, 
based on the new 520cc motor in King's prototype racer. 
To provide the space needed to expand annual produc- 
tion within the next five years from the current 27,000 
bikes in 1998 to a projected 40,000 twins and singles, work 


“is well advanced on KTM's new 237,000-square-foot facto- 





ry housing the new assembly lines - on schedule to begin 
operation in August, and the product of a $15 million 
investment. 

The collapse of KTM's proposed marriage witk 
Harley-Davidson is well-documented - but Pierer admits 
to having explored other avenues with the intent of-form- 
ing a strategic alliance aimed at competing Successfully on 
both a commercial and sporting level with the Japanese. 

^We've had to put the idea on ice for the time being," 
he says, "though it's a pity things didn't work out with 
Harley, because there was a strong synergy between the 
two companies. Ivano Beggio, the boss of Aprilia, wants to 
do things his own way, which we have to respect, and 
while we've had very good contacts with Triumph, there's 
been nothing more. Little came out of our discussions 
about linking with Ducati, either - except for the fact that 
the Italians have chosen our 75-degree V-twin engine con- 
figuration for their new motor! We'll bide our time until 
another opportunity arises for meaningful discussion." 

Hmmm - the idea of an off-road Triumph or Ducati 
built in Austria does have a certain appeal... 


in the wake of the armed holdup of 
more than 50 competitors and 20 sup- 
port vehicles by bandits in Mauritania 
last year, and it may well have been a 
factor in the decision to alter the route 
of the rally so drastically in the future.

Goodyear back to bikes? 

Tire giant Goodyear - the company that 
invented the racing-motorcycle slick 
tire more than a quarter-century ago - 
is set to regain the number-one position 
in global tire sales (including both car 
and bike rubber) that it lost in the 
1980s, by effectively taking over Sumit- 
omo Rubber of Japan, owners of the 
Dunlop tire brand. 

Under the guise of a “global 
alliance,” Goodyear is undertaking the 
biggest-ever investment in Japan by an 
American company by acquiring a 10- 
percent holding in Sumitomo/Dunlop 
and forming six joint ventures in 
Europe, North America and Japan, four 
of which Goodyear will control. 

This will boost Goodyear’s global 
market share from 17 percent to 21 per- 
cent, ahead of current market leaders 
Bridgestone and Michelin, each with 18 
percent, and far ahead of Germany’s 
Continental, next up with 6 percent, 
and the Pirelli/Metzeler combine with 
4 percent. 

Financial analysts are already pre- 
dicting further consolidation, with a 
Pirelli link with Continental the most 
likely scenario. 

Goodyear, founded in Ohio in 1898 
and named after the inventor of the 
vulcanization process, Charles 
Goodyear, became the world’s largest 
tire manufacturer in 1916 and went on 
to rack up 50 consecutive years of prof- 
its before plunging into loss in 1990 - 
coincidentally, not long after pulling 
out of the motorcycle tire market! 

But new management has turned 
the company around, with profits ris- 
ing to $682 million in 1998 - a marked 
contrast with debt-ridden Dunlop, cur- 
rently $2.8 billion in the red, compared 
to a market capitalization of only $1 
billion. This is a takeover by any other 
name. 

However, this may not immediately 
make any significant impact on the 
motorcycle-tire market - except in one 
possible way. For two decades, until 
this year, Goodyear supported Formula 
One car racing - for most of that.time as 
the sole tire supplier to all the teams 
taking part in the series. As part of the 
company’s profit-driven corporate 
reorganization, Goodyear pulled out of 
Formula One this season, leaving 
Bridgestone (who only joined in two 
years ago) to carry the burden alone. 
There’s a strong suspicion that the 
same policy may be inflicted by 
Goodyear management on Dunlop’s 
current activities in motorcycle Grand 
Prix and Superbike racing, as part of 
the much-needed economizing needed 
to turn Sumitomo around. 

This would significantly impact on 
both 250cc and 125cc GP racing, and on 
the works Suzuki, Kawasaki and April- 
ia teams in World Superbike - and may 
also perhaps explain Yamaha's surprise 
decision to switch to Michelin tires for 
the new R7's debut season in 1999. 
Watch this space. 


Bimota's Vdue stock 

One company intending to concentrate 
more on ironing out the bugs in its 
existing model range and maximizing 
production is Bimota, where manufac- 
ture of the good-selling SB8R is in full 
flow, with the first batch of 250cc bikes 





No Morbidelli Bimota 
One engine project Bimota won't be 
pursuing is the Morbidelli V-eight - 
now owned by Tognon's minority 
partners SCM. 

^We took a long look at adapting 
it to our product range," says 
Tognon, "but the problem is the 
engine capacity. It's impossible to 
punch it out to a full 1000cc, which 
we determined was crucial to mar- 
keting it successfully - customers for 
a 70 million lire (about $42,000... 
Editor) motorcycle don't want to 
buy an 850cc machine, only a full 
one-liter one. So, regretfully - 
because I admire the engineering 
and especially the V-eight's appear- 
ance - I'm afraid it's the end of the 
road for this illustrious project, at 
least as far as Bimota is concerned."

on their way to customers around the 
world by the end of April. 

New boss Francesco Tognon still has 
one problem to overcome, though: 
What to do with the hundreds of 
recalled 500cc Vdue fuel-injected two- 
strokes currently eating up storage 
charges in a Rimini warehouse? 

Contrary to reports in a British 
newspaper, says Tognon, there are no 
intentions whatsoever to relaunch the 
Vdue in a Tesi hub-center frame. 

"This is completely untrue, and has 
never even been considered - not least 
because it would not make economic 
sense to do so, by scrapping all the 
frames already manufactured," he says. 
"In fact, the Vdue chassis is very possi- 
bly the best-handling bike Bimota has 
ever built - it would be crazy to junk it! 
However, I can say that, in the midst of 
getting the company back on its feet 
again, we haven't forgotten the Vdue - 
and we have a development team hard 
at work on a revised version of the 
engine, which is showing a great deal 
of promise." 

Tognon won't reveal the nature of 
the changes that Bimota is working on, 
but informed speculation centers on 
junking the TDD direct fuel-injection in 
favor of - a pair of power-jet flat-slide 
carbs! Now that would be a motorcycle 
worth hankering after - anywhere that 
the resultant GP-racer-with-lights 
wouldn't have to pass too stringent an 
emissions test. 


Aermacchi party 

One takeover too far was Harley- 
Davidson's acquisition of Italy's Aer- 
macchi motorcycle marque from the 
aircraft manufacturer that had founded 
it in 1951, buying first a 50-percent 
partnership in the company in 1960 and 
then in 1972 completing the deal by 
acquiring Aermacchi's remaining 50- 
percent shareholding. 

Four 250/350cc Grand Prix World 
Championships courtesy of Walter 
Villa in the mid-’70s failed to spark 
commercial success, and in 1978 Harley 
sold the Varese-based company to a 
wealthy local pair of bike-crazy broth- 
ers named Castiglioni, who rechris- 
tened the company... Cagiva! 

The rest is history - but this year, 
to mark the reopening of the lakeside 
factory after 18 months of short-time 
working, the fifth International Aer- 





macchi Rally will be held on June 13 at 
Schiranna, the lakeside town of Varese, 
where the Cagiva (formerly Aermacchi) 
factory is located. 

Cagiva boss Claudio Castiglioni is 
throwing open the factory to all partici- 
pants, who will have a chance to visit 
the MV Agusta F4 production line and 
to see many of the historic Aermacchi/ 
H-D/Cagiva works racers and proto- 
types kept under wraps there, as well as 
meet the famous engineers and former 
riders - such as Ezio Mascheroni, Gilber- 
to Milani and MV engine guru Andrea 
Goggi - who still work on the bikes. If 
you'd like to register to take part, phone 
any of these Italian phone numbers for 
more details (prefix +39, but keep the 
zero): 0360/445298, 02/89400619 or 
0332/284628. 

Sounds like a good way for future 
MV Agusta owners to check on the pro- 
duction status of Tamburini's toy! 


Buell/Aermacchi Sprint soon? 

Rumors circulating in Europe insist 
that Harley's Buell sportbike subsidiary 
is about to launch a modern-day equiv- 
alent of the Aermacchi-built H-D Sprint 
- a street single, albeit one to be built in 
Wisconsin at the Buell factory, rather 
than offshore in Italy. 

The bike will be launched as a year- 
2000 model, so it will make its public 
debut later this year, and while original 
conjecture was that it would use an 
engine manufactured in Austria by 
Rotax (which already supplies engines 
for Harley's short-track race team and 
the company's military-motorcycle pro- 
duction), it now seems likely that it's fit- 
ted with an all-new motor manufac- 
tured in-house by Harley itself. 

The Buell single has been spotted 
undergoing hot-weather testing in Aus- 
tralia’s central New South Wales, so it 
seems set for an autumn launch, as pro- 
jected. Interestingly, one of Harley's 
alleged interests in talking to KTM was 
to obtain supplies of the LC4 motor for 
future niche-market models. Was this 
one of them? 


Harley water-cooler? 

Also believed to be on the horizon is an 
all-new liquid-cooled V-twin engine 
from Harley-Davidson (known in- 
house as "the small motor"), which is 
understood to be scheduled to make its 
debut in July, prior to a world press 








launch in the Canary Islands in Octo- 
ber. 

Here again, there's an Australian 
connection - though this time only a 
possible one, rather than confirmed, as 
with the Buell - because according to a 
reputable source, about two weeks 
before the Harley /Ford link was offi- 
cially announced in early March at 
Daytona, several full-faired V-twin 
sports motorcycles attended by a group 
of American engineers were spotted at 
Ford's You Yangs proving ground out- 
side Melbourne, lapping the large 
banked oval track there at what are 
described as "fairly impressive 
speeds." 

Another new-generation Harley 
engine just a year after the debut of the 
Twin-Cam 88? Given the huge invest- 
ment Harley has made in its extensive 
new R&D facilities, which must surely 
generate a dramatic flow of new mod- 
els, could be. 


Wanted: car killer 


Francesco Tognon's grueling schedule 
since he took over Bimota in October 
last year has been underlined by the fact 
that he's "killed" no less than four Mer- 
cedes-Benz saloons/sedans performing 
the 250-mile round-trip commute from 
his Padova home to Bimota's Rimini fac- 
tory four days a week - he allows him- 
self just one sleepover there, so as to 
retain better contact with his family. 

"The Mercedes dealer I buy my cars 
from is a friend of mine," explains 
Tognon, “but after the fourth one broke 
under warranty, he gave me my money 
back - on condition I bought another 
brand of car! But my first BMW - an M5 
- broke the engine after just 800 kilome- 
ters, so already I’m on my second one!” 

The suspicion is that the bearded 
Tognon - for eight years a player on the 
Italian national rugby team, and before 
that a member of the UCLA football 
squad during his days at college in Cali- 
fornia - drives cars like he played foot- 
ball: hard! 

The Bimota staff is already running 
a sweepstakes on which make he'll 
transfer to next. Will it be a Jaguar, like 
his friend Giancarlo Morbidelli's - or 
another German make, in the form of 
an Audi? Or should he go Japanese - 
like Bimota! - with a Lexus? Place your 
bets - and try not to buy a used car 
from this man. CN

It was during this 
time that numerous other people who 
pre-entered requested changes and were 
readily accommodated; 

3. Mr. Reiss told me he “called the 
office a couple of days ago,” which 
would have been Monday. The Norwalk 
office closed on March 31 (Wednesday) 
and the NMA officials went to Las 
Vegas - so he could not possibly have 
talked to anyone in the Norwalk office, 
since there was nobody there. If his 
son's bike broke two weeks before the 
event, then he had plenty of time to call 
before the closing date at the office, or 
he could have followed the information 
sheet and waited his turn in line like the 
others who made changes. Or he could 
have fixed it, like he did a few hours 
before the event; 

4. To his question, “So I’m supposed 
to eat my $250?" I, not Patty Moore- 
wood, responded by suggesting he see if 
some of the factory people could help 
him, and he chose not to pursue that 
avenue, but instead said he was going to 
write Cycle News about this. I responded 
with, "Information was sent out to you 
about the times we were open, so do 
what you have to do." 

I applaud the NMA officials for 
whom I work - Patti Moorewood and 
Ron Henrickson. With over 2000 entries, 
they have to be consistent with their 
times in order to get the program up and 
running. In events as big as this one, 
event promoters have to take a firm 
stand and stay within the time frame 
they have set. It is unfortunate that peo- 
ple want the rules changed to meet their 
needs without taking into consideration 
the whole picture. The World Mini was 











formed for thé riders and that is why 
there have to be rules and guidelines. If it 
were all about money, then there would 
not be a World Mini. The event was run 
smoothly and in a timely manner.

fter posting two solid moto wins 
A the overall during round one 

of the 250cc National Motocross 
Championship Series at Glen Helen 
Raceway Park just a week earlier, all 
eyes were on the Team Honda CR250 of 
Sebastien Tortelli. As the 40-rider field 
of the first 250cc moto exited the near- 
180-degree first turn of the Hangtown 
Motocross track, Tortelli was nowhere 
to be found. Instead, claiming the 
holeshot and the lead for the first eight 
laps was Tortelli's teammate Kevin 
Windham. Windham ended up third in 
the moto, but he was definitely not fin- 
ished yet. A great start in moto two led 
to a second-place moto finish, which 
netted Windham the overall win in front 
of 23,745 cheering spectators. 

“Going off the gate in the second 
moto, the overall wasn't even in my 
head at that point,” Windham said. “It 
wasn’t even in my mind. There’s so 
many fast guys here right now, I was 
just concentrating on getting a good 
start, and I didn’t think about the over- 
all until about two laps to go.” 

With two laps to go, Windham was 
chasing a distant Jeff Emig, who fin- 
ished fifth in the first moto. After gating 
third in the second moto, the Team 
Kawasaki rider passed Windham for the 
lead at the halfway point of the 30- 
minute-plus-two-lap race. From there it 
was smooth sailing around the high- 





speed Hangtown circuit for Emig, who 
was awarded second when scores were 
tallied. 

“My choice of lines was good, and 
that allowed me to have energy at the 
end of the race," Emig said of his moto- 
two win. "Windham was going fast. He 
had good times all weekend, and he 
was riding awesome with good starts. 
Kevin's a real good friend of mine, 
and I would like to congratulate him 
on this win." 

Also congratulating Windham for 
his win while on the podium was 
Team Honda's Ezra Lusk, who fin- 
ished third. Lusk was the victor of 
moto one and the victim of a moto- 
two first-turn pileup. Remounting 
his bike nearly dead last, the 
Supercross Series runner-up 
picked his way through the pack, 
finishing an impressive sixth in 
the moto. 

“Um happy with how I 
rode," Lusk said at the awards 
ceremony. “Getting out, charg- 
ing and passing people and 
getting a really good lead and 
not looking back (in the first 
moto, no doubt). I usually do ter- 
rible here." 

Finishing fourth with a 6-3 moto tally 
was the Factory Connection/Honda of 
Mike LaRocco, followed by the defend- 
ing series champion, Team Yamaha's 
Doug Henry. 

“Tt felt good to run the pace - for a lit- 
tle while, anyway," said Henry, who 
finished fourth in moto one and held the 
lead in the second outing until fading

back to eighth. “I held Emig off the last 
couple of laps in the first moto. He was 
putting on a good charge, and it felt 
good to do that.” 

In the past, Hangtown has treated 
Suzuki’s Greg Albertyn well. Last year, 
Albertyn posted second after splitting 
moto wins with Jeremy McGrath. The 
year before that, the South African won 
the event. It appeared as though Alber- 
tyn might repeat his former success as 
he went from eighth in the first moto to 
second, finishing behind Lusk. In moto 
two, Albertyn was involved in horrible 
first-lap crash that also claimed Lusk 
and Yamaha-mounted Motoki Tatsuyu- 
ki. Luckily, Albertyn was not hurt, but 
he could only climb as high as 12th at 
the end of the moto, placing him a dis- 
appointing sixth. 

So what happened to reigning 
250ccc World Motocross Champion 
Tortelli? Once again the French 
rider put on a spectacular show, but 
it was too little, too late. In moto 
one, Tortelli got a bad jump off the 
line and crashed in the first turn. 
From dead last, he worked his way 
up to an impressive seventh. Moto 
two saw another mediocre start for 
Tortelli, which he could only turn 
into a fifth-place finish. Finishing 
seventh overall in the results, 
Tortelli had a reasonable explana- 
tion for his poor starts in the first 
two rounds of the series thus far. 

"Last week at Glen Helen was the 
first time I ever started on concrete," 
said Tortelli, who has grown accus- 
tomed to the traction-filled starting 
gates of the World motocross circuit. “I 
worked a lot on the starts this week on 
my driveway. I'm trying to get better at 
it. It was the only place I could practice. 
You need to get a good start, and I’m 
still not good on concrete." 

Mazda/Chaparral-Yamaha’s lone 
rider, Steve Lamson (9-7), Suzuki's Rob- 
bie Reynard (15-4) and Noleen/Yama- 
ha-mounted Tim Ferry (11-9) rounded 
out the top 10. 

"I'm finally, I think, learning how to 
ride a 250," said Ferry, whose 10th-place 
finish was good enough for the top-pri- 
vateer honors once again. “I’ve been rid- 

` ing it like a 125, and I'm a little bit on 
the wild side, so I’ve calmed down a lit- 
tle bit and tried not to ride the thing in 
second gear all the time. I’ve been over- 
revving it too much. It’s going to take a 
while to get used to it still. I’m just try- 
ing to catch and pass as many factory 
guys as I can."

Windham exploded out of the gate to 
start off the day, with the four-stroke of 
Henry, Suzuki's Larry Ward, Lusk, Emig, 
Honda's Mickael Pichon and Lamson 
closely in tow. Many others struggled 
just to make it out of the first turn. 

“I got a horrible start - I was proba- 
bly only ahead of a handful of people," 
said Yamaha's Jimmy Button, who was 
involved in a lot of contact at the start, 
though he luckily did not go down. 
"Someone got into me and got their 
wheel caught on my foot. I couldn't get 
it off me, and I was shaking and shaking 
it, and people were going around me, 
and finally I got it off." 

It was Tortelli who was hung up on 
Button's boot and, as a result, he went 
down. As the lead group raced over the 
finish-line jump and into the second turn, 
Tortelli remounted his CR250, hell-bent 
on catching the leaders. By the third lap, 
Tortelli had gone from 40th to 20th place. 

Meanwhile, Windham, Henry and 
Lusk were involved in a heated battle for 
the lead, and just before the halfway 
point. of the moto Lusk went by his 
Honda teammate to take over the point. 
Once out front, Lusk put a lot distance 
between himself and the battle for sec- 
ond place between Windham and Henry, 
which soon would include Albertyn. 

"This track suites my riding style," 
Albertyn said. "I'm just ready to kick ass." 

The former World Champion did just 
that, in fact, in his first outing. Albertyn 
gated far out of the top 10, and by lap 11 of 
the 19-lap affair he had passed Henry to 
claim third. Four laps later Albertyn 
passed Windham, moving into the runner- 
up spot, where he would finish the moto. 

Henry and Emig circled the finat few 
laps in fourth and fifth all the way to the 
finish. 








"| didn't have a lot of confidence 
going into the first moto," said Emig, 
who made a serious threat to pass 
Henry to take fourth but just.could not 
make it happen. "We've been off with 
some of our settings on the bike, and it 
takes some time to build confidence 
when you make changes. We made 
major changes from the first National to 
this weekend. I finally ran all right, 
though. My times were decent, but not 
real good." 

Back in sixth place was LaRocco, who 
first had his hands full with no rear 
brake and then later with Tortelli. 

“I got through the first lap pretty 
good," LaRocco said. "I was sixth and I 
went wide and got a rope around my 
back brake. I launched off a jump and 
had no back brake, so I went down." 

LaRocco got up and somehow man- 











aged to get his brake back and hold 
Tortelli off as well, relegating the 
Frenchman to a seventh-place finish, 
ahead of Button, Lamson and Ward. 

Lamson was less than happy with his 
ninth-place finish. 

"It seemed like more guys passed me 
than I passed guys," said Lamson, who 
won the 125cc class last year at Hang- 
town via a 2-2 score. "It kind of sucked. 
My arms were pumped up for over half 
the race. I was too worried about every- 
body behind me. Next moto I've got to 
pick it up."

Lamson did pick it up at the start of 
the second moto, but he gated only as 
high as sixth. In the lead was the boom-

Briefly... 


Earlier in the day, Kevin Windham won his qualifier. The Team 
Honda rider had to race Sunday. morning due to his poor results 
last week at Glen Helen. In the same race, Suzuki's Larry Ward 
finished. second. In his qualifier, Windham pulled out the fastest 
lap time of the weekend with a time of 1:49:09. Primal 
Impulse/Suzuki/Bill's Pipes’ David Pingree and FMF/Honda's 
Danny Smith were also just a couple of other fast guys that 
had to qualify for the main race. 





Team Green Kawasaki Off-Hoad's Destry Abbott tried to make 
the show at Hangtown for the second time since 1997. During the 
Saturday qualifier he was in the top 10 in the first turn, but a pile- 
up just after the start took Abbott out of the running. Later in the 
day, Abbott was given another chance and he did not disappoint. 
He gated fifth and, by the end of the second lap, was third. As the 
race went on, the ISDE Trophy Team member ran down second 
place and finished a close second. “I've never been more nervous 
in my entire life," said Abbott just before the start of his first quali- 
fier on Saturday. Instead of his usual KX250 set up for off-road 
racing, Abbott raced Nathan Ramsey's. SplitFire/Pro 
Citcuit/Kawasaki KX250. Abbott qualified for the Sunday program 
in '97 aboard a Vosburg Racing KTM. 


Destry Abbott was just one of many 1998 ISDE team members 
present at Hangtown. Team Suzuki Offroad's Rodney Smith 
was at the FMF semi, next to his GNCC championship-winning 
RM250, signing autographs. KTM Sportmotorcycle's other fast 
brothers, Pat and Brian Garrahan, were seen walking around 
thé pits as well. Yamaha-mounted Erik Koehler and KTM- 
mounted Eric Cleveland. also of 1998 Six Days fame, took 
part in the weekend's festivities, racing on Saturday. 


Yamaha of Troy's Stephane Roncada was absent from Hang- 
town due to: a nagging wrist injury that hampered Roncada's per- 
formance at Glen Helen a week earlier. “Roncada will be back as 
Soon as his wrist gets better," team manager Erik Kehoe said. 
"It's going to be day by day for now. He thought he was ready for 
Glen Helen, and he wasn't ready." 





Series points leader Sebastien Tortelli's 
day went something like this: He went 
down in the first turn during moto one 
and worked his way up to seventh. In 
the second outing, Tortelli got pinched 
off at the start and then suffered this 
crash, which set him back to fifth in the 
moto, seventh overall. 





starting grid. Windham, Emig, Ward 
and Kawasaki's Damon Huffman cir- 
cled the first lap in front of Lamson as 
well. Albertyn's and Lusk's chances of 
an overall win went from good to slim 
when both riders went down just on the 
other side of the first turn. 

"It was really dusty in the first turn, 
and I couldn't really see," Lusk said. "I 
slid out, high-sided and picked myself up 
near last. From there I made a charge." 

Lusk made a charge indeed - one that 
was just as impressive as Tortelli's 
come-from-behind climb in moto one. 
But Tortelli himself was the victim of 
another bad start, though he did fair 
much better than Albertyn and Lusk 
coming out of the first corner. 

“I was right next to Albee, but we kept 
banging each other," said Tortelli, who 
came within a hair of going down as well. 
"] went around the crash, but just barely.” 

Lusk and Tortelli were not the only 
Honda riders mired toward the back of 
the pack. 

“In the second moto, there was a 
pileup in the first turn," Pichon said. "I 
avoided that, and then there was anoth- 
er pile after that by the finish-line jump. 
I almost hit them, too, and I'm like, 
‘F%@#, they're all crashing out.’ Still, I 
was 12th or something." 

Pichon later dropped out of the run- 
ning for a good-finish when he landed 
off a jump with his foot down, tweaking 
his right ankle. His poor first-moto fin- 
ish was due partly to a tender left ankle. 
Coincidentally, Albertyn remounted 
from his crash to finish 12th in the moto 
and sixth overall. 

With some stiff competition still chas- 





ing him, Henry set out to do what he did 
so many times last year, but before he 
could open up a lead, Windham decided 
to do it for himself on lap three. Emig 
had the same idea as Windham, and he, 
too, made it around Henry to move into 
second a lap later. Henry went further 
backward soon after, falling to eighth in 
the moto and fifth in the overall stand- 
ings. Ward, who was running fourth 
behind Henry at the halfway point, also 
fell back - even further to 10th, which, 
combined with a 10th in the first moto, 
netted the Suzuki pilot 11th on the day. 

“For some reason, the first four 
motos of the year I’ve been a little timid, 
and I need to pick it up," Ward said 
about his performance thus far. "I've 
been consistent, just consistently back 
too far. I don't think superfast tracks 
favor a tall guy too well." 

Hangtown is a superfast track, and 
the foursome of LaRocco, Tortelli, Suzu- 
ki's Robbie Reynard, and LaRocco 
proved that as they raced into a heated 
battle for third place at the 17-minute 
mark of the moto. The battle went on for 
several laps, with LaRocco faring best, 
claiming third with Reynard in tow. The 
fourth-place finish was exactly what 
Reynard needed to help cure his first- 
moto finish of 15th, giving him ninth in 
the overall results. For Tortelli and But- 
ton, it could have gone better. 

"I'd get behind LaRocco and get 
ready to pass him and then I'd make a 
mistake," Tortelli said. “Finally I crashed 
on my hand and crushed my fingers. For 
two laps I was in pain and couldn't hold 
on. Jimmy (Button) passed me, and then 
he crashed, so I got him back." 

The hand injury, a repeat of one that 
he suffered during the supercross season, 
left Tortelli back in fifth, seventh on the 
day. Button ended up even further back. 

"| passed Sebastien (Tortelli), hit a 
jump and then went over the bars," But- 
ton said about the latezxrace mishap that 
pushed him back to 12th in the overall 
results. ^I couldn't get going and ended 
up, like, 16th. It sucks. I worked hard to 





Primal Impulse/Suzuki/Bill's Pipes had problems before 
they even got to Sacramento. The team's Corona, California, 
facility was broken into earlier in the week and several wheels off 
their box vans were stolen right off the vehicles.-" They broke into 
the back of Primal Impulse - the gated area - and just took them,” 
team manager Pat Alexander said. "They stole the stereos, too. 
We got here a little late because of that, but now everything is 
running pretty smooth; actually."

Team Honda's Ezra Lusk and FMF/Honda's Brock Sellards 
spent the week prior to Hangtown with two-time 125cc National 
Motocross Champion Johnny O'Mara, training near his home 
in Laguna, California. O'Mara, who was. an avid trainer in his rac- 
ing days - and still is - treated Lusk and Windham to a week's 
worth of running and cycling. "We went mountain-biking, and it 
was hard-core,” Sellards said. “1 thought | was going to die, and 
they pretty much put the hurt on me, but Ihung in there, | guess. | 
wasn't too far behind." The training must have helped, as Sellards 
enjoyed his best-ever finish at a National event. 


The sport of motocross continues to get even more television 
coverage. Native Northern Californians Tallon Vohland and 
Steve Lamson made an appearance on a local Sacramento 
morning television show on Thursday. The two riders did a live 
segment on the local ABC network affiliate, and Vohland even 
had his FMF/Honda with him to. show off. 


Team Honda's Ezra Lusk led Julio Leon from the Make A Wish 
Foundation on a parade lap before the first moto on Sunday. The 
Make A Wish Foundation is a nonprofit organization set up to 
actualize the wishes of children with terminal illnesses. Leon, from 


nearby Berkley, California, also got to hang out with Yamaha of 
Troy's Ernesto Fonseca on Saturday. “| ride a little bit, but | 
don't race too much,” said the teenage Leon, who learned to ride 
a motorcycle aboard a big CR500. "I got to race on Friday, 
though." Some of the loudest cheers of the entire weekend were 
given to Lusk and Leon as Leon followed Lusk around the track 
aboard Tallon Vohland's FMF/Honda CR125. 


U.S. Tobacco has set up.a privateer fund for the entire series 
that will pay big dividends to the top two finishing privateers in 
each class. This week Team Moto XXX's Travis Preston col- 
lected top-privateer honors in the 125cc class, finishing 13th and 
pocketing $1000. Kawasaki of Mexico's Erick Vallejo collected 
$500 for his 14th-place showing in the 125cc class. The top fin- 
ishing 250cc privateer was Tim Ferry, followed by Takeshi 
Koikeda, who finished 10th and 13th. They, too, recieved 
checks from U.S. Tobacco in the amounts of $1000 and $500. In 
addition, at the end of the series the top finishing privateer in each 
class will receive $5000, and the runner-up will get $2500.

After breaking a collarbone 
during the supercross series and crashing 
out of the first moto last week at Glen 
Helen, the Honda pilot more than proved 
to all competitors that he can and will be 
a serious threat for the championship. 

^My Honda is really working hard 
off the gate, and that was really my sav- 
ing grace," Windham said. “It’s been a 
little while since I’ve raced, and coming 
back, I’m a little bit off. I’m working 
really hard to get back into it. The starts .

MF /Honda’s Tallon Vohland start- 
F: a war last weekend at Glen 
Helen Raceway during round one 
of the 125cc National Championship 
Motocross Series when he ran down and 
passed defending series champion Ricky 
Carmichael in the second moto to take 
the lead. Though the lead was short- 
lived due to a Vohland washout in a 
corner, the pass fired off a shot that was 
heard 'round the world of motocross. 
As the series came to Vohland's 
stomping grounds of Northern Califor- 
nia, the cards seemed to be stacked in 
Vohland's favor - even more so after he 
won the opening moto. But with pride 
at stake, SplitFire/Pro Circuit/Kawasa- 
ki's Carmichael came back from a sec- 
ond-place finish in moto one to totally 
dominate the final moto, giving Voh- 
land no chance at the win. The victory 


` marks Carmichael's second in as many 


rounds. 

“It’s kind of a bummer that I didn't 
win the first moto, but the overall sure 
feels good,” Carmichael said. “I would 
have liked to have gotten some more 
points. That's the way it goes.” 

Vohland, a seasoned veteran when it 
comes to racing, seemed equally as 
pleased with his second-place finish and 
his results thus far in the young series. 

“I had a few close calls in the back 
section, and that scared me, but that 





goes to show how much I’ve matured,” 
said Vohland, who became content with 
second place in moto two once he saw 
that Carmichael had built up a sizable 
lead. "When I was younger, I wouldn't 
be mature enough to go on and get my 
points like I did today. It was a hard 
fight. We were going about the same 
speed the whole way. I would have 
liked to have won here, but I won the 
first moto, and I'm looking forward to 
going to the next race. You just have to 
accept it in a moto when a guy is going 
better than you." 

Finishing third overall and improv- 
ing every week was Vohland's team- 
mate Brock Sellards. Sellards put togeth- 
er a strong 5-4 moto tally to mark his 
best finish in a National ever. Fourth, 
with a score of 4-8, was Yamaha of 
Troy's Casey Johnson, who is still nurs- 
ing a tender arm that was broken the 
first weekend of February. 

“I’m recovering and getting better 
and better," Johnson said. "My arm 
bothers me a little bit. The first moto I 
can get through pretty good, but I seem 
to struggle the second moto." 

Johnson did struggle in the second 
moto, falling from third at the start to 
eighth. 

"The track was so rough, and I was 
kind of holding on too tight," Johnson 
said after the second moto. "My arms 
were pumping both motos, and the sec- 
ond moto I just kind of ran out of steam. 
I started fading back a little bit." 

Regardless, Johnson put in a brave 
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effort ahead of fifth-placed Planet 
Honda/Pro Grip rider Jason 
McCormick, who turned his day around 
when he went from 11th in the first 
moto to third in the second. Rounding 
out the top 10 were FMF/Honda's 
Danny Smith (6-6), SplitFire/Pro Cir- 
cuit/Kawasaki's Nick Wey (9-5) and 
Nathan Ramsey (7-7), Primal Impulse 
Suzuki/Bill's Pipes' Michael Brandes (3- 
14), and SplitFire/Pro Circuit/Kawasa- 
ki's Scott Sheak. 


MOTO ONE 


The privateer Yamaha of Carlo Coen 
came out swinging with the holeshot, 
followed closely by Sellards, Yamaha of 
Troy's Casey Lytle, Johnson, Primal 
Impulse Suzuki/Bill's Pipes’ David Pin- 
gree, Vohland and Brandes. Before the 
race was a lap old, Pingree went down, 
finishing his day with a possibly broken 
collarbone. 

Meanwhile, Sellards worked his way 
to the front past Coen, who dropped 
back to 25th by moto's end. 

“I hung in there for 2 1/2 laps," Sell- 
ards said of his lead. "I got a little ner- 
vous. I don't think I have ever led an 
outdoor for that long - maybe for a turn 
or two. Then a couple guys got past me 
and I started relaxing. Casey (Johnson) 
passed me, and I stayed with him." 

The first rider to pass Sellards was 
Vohland, followed by Carmichael a lap 
later. 

"| didn't know where Ricky 
(Carmichael) was, but after half the race, 








Ricky Carmichael continued his quest for 
a third straight 125cc National 
Championship by finishing 2-1 on the day. 
In classic Carmichael fashion, he ran 
away with the second moto. 


I realized it was him," said Vohland 
about the awesome race for the lead. 
"Then I just rode my race, and rode 
strong and smooth. Every time he rode 
a little faster, I picked up my speed and 
went a little faster, too." 

Even Carmichael admitted to riding 
Vohland's race instead of his own. 

“I just got tense,” Carmichael said. 
"Once I passed Brock (Sellards), I got 
tight and rode Vohland's race and not 
mine. My lap times even slowed down. I 
didn't have a problem catching him, but 
I rode his race, not mine." 

Before Johnson could make his way 
through the pack, Brandes passed Sell- 
ards to take over third. Johnson fol- 
lowed, passing Sellards a few laps later. 

"The first lap it was real slippery, so I 
came out kind of cautious and my team- 
mate Casey Lytle got around me,” John- 
son said about his first couple of laps. 
"He was kind of hard to pass because he 
had all the same lines as I did from prac- 
tice, because we rode together. I relaxed 
a little bit too much and a couple guys 
got around me, like Tallon (Vohland) 
and Ricky (Carmichael) and Brandes, 
but once I got going and passed Lytle, I 
felt pretty good. All the guys up front 
were already gone, and they were run- 


ning such a fast pace. They pretty much 
said adios to me.” 

Johnson ended up finishing fourth in 
the moto, followed by Sellards. Smith, 
Ramsey, Antunez, Wey and Sheak 
rounded out the top 10. 


MOTO TWO 


As he did so many times before in 
the supercross season, Yamaha of Troy’s 
Casey Lytle grabbed the holeshot, with 
Johnson, Coen, Carmichael, McCormick, 
Vohland and Ramsey in tow. Sellards 
did not get the start he was looking for 
in moto two. 

“I spun real bad coming out of the 
gate and as soon as I caught the dirt, I 
wheelied," Sellards said. "My bike 
pulled really good up the hill, though." 

It was not long before Sellards 
moved up into the front five. 
Carmichael moved up quickest, howev- 
er, knifing through the lead trio on the 
first lap to find himself up front. It took 
Vohland an entire extra lap to get 
around Lytle and Johnson, and that was 
all the time Carmichael needed to open 
up a lead that was insurmountable. 

Vohland was not the only rider to 
pass the Yamaha of Troy duo of Johnson 
and Lytle. Both riders fell down the 
ranks as the moto went on. McCormick 
was the first to go by, but not without a 
tangle or two with Sellards. 

^| was battling with McCormick at 
the beginning, and he was just flying," 
Sellards said. "I was just hanging tight 
for a long time and trying to stay loose. I 
reeled Casey Johnson back in, and then I 
started catching Ramsey, and he had a 
front end slide out on him, and I barely 
got him. We were just throwing out a 
battle with like a lap and a half left. I 
didn't hear him after that sweeper, and I 
sure was glad, because it was tough rid- 
ing that hard at the end of the race." 

After Ramsey went down, Wey and 
Danny Smith went by, pushing the 
125cc Western Regional Supercross 
champ back to seventh in the moto. The 
three riders finished in the same order 
when the checkered flag came out. John- 
son, Lytle and Sheak rounded out the 
top 10 in the moto. 

Even though the second moto was a 
Carmichael runaway, Vohland has 
proved that he is up to task, and his 
back-to-back second-overall finishes 
leave him 13 points behind Carmichael 
with 10 rounds to go.

Japanese works teams in this 
year’s World Superbike Championship 
were quashed after Yamaha's Noriyuki 
Haga and Castrol Honda’s Colin 
Edwards II scored a win apiece at the 
twisty Albacete circuit in southeast 
Spain. 





In an incident-packed meeting, 
injuries, crashes and breakdowns made 
themselves felt with alarming regulari- 
ty, with many of the top riders suffering 
reversals of fortune. 

Troy Corser, already injured from a 
practice crash, was reduced to the level 
of a bit-part player in both races. A rup- 
tured fuel hose in race one meant a start 
from pit lane on his spare bike, netting 
him a seventh-place finish after a hard 
fight through the field. Race two was 
almost as bad, with Corser struggling 








with suspected stretched and snapped 
shoulder tendons; he netted sixth. 

Fellow walking-wounded man Aaron 
Slight was in a similar predicament. 

“When I got here on Thursday, I 
didn’t even know if I could ride or not, 
so to get fourth and seventh is a massive 
boost for me,” Slight said at the end of 
the day. 

Slight’s atrociously damaged finger, 
a legacy of his Donington Park crashes, 
stopped him from making his usual 
impact in either race.

That honor was left to Haga, the 
Japanese rider giving Yamaha its first 
R7 race victory of the year, but only 
after holding off a determined Akira 
Yanagawa and a fading Carl Fogarty. 

"| am very happy to win this race 
with the new bike, especially as we have 
got a lot of races to go,” Haga said after 
his race-one victory. “For the bike to be 
working so well at this stage, I am very 
pleased.” 

He was equally nice after race two, 
when his triumphantly rapid and sweet- 
handling R7 turned into a stationary one 
after his engine stopped. 

Yanagawa was particularly impres- 
sive on his Dunlops, attacking at every 
opportunity but unable to make 
progress because of his spinning rear 
tire. 

"| tried many times to pass Haga, but 
I could not," Yanagawa said. "Many 
times, I was spinning the rear tire. At 
the beginning of the race, I tried to save 
my tire, but it didn't make any differ- 
ence." 

Edwards, a hot favorite for at least 
one race win, had to wait until race two 
for it to come; in the opener, after run- 
ning off the track, he retired on lap two 
while dicing with the pack. 

“I felt I could have done the double 

































today, and after the disappointment of 
that one, I knew I had to win that sec- 
ond one,” he said. 

His mysterious stoppage was attrib- 
uted to an electrical problem, but the 
smart money (and the terrible-sounding 
engine when Edwards came down pit 
lane) places the blame on a broken 
engine. 

Fogarty made up the last of the podi- 
um men, fizzing with anger after the 
first-race result when he complained of 
a lack of grip and severe back pain. 

“I was losing the front, losing the 
rear, and my back was killing me," he 
said. “Apart from that, it was fine. The 
other two (Haga and Yanagawa) could 
open the throttle coming out of corners 
and go, but I had to wait until I was 
almost upright." 

Following the podium men was a 
chore performed with fighting relish by 
Slight, Pier-Francesco Chili and Grego- 
rio Lavilla in race one, and Lavilla and 
Chili in race two. 

^We need a little bit power," Chili 
said. "The tires were not okay but com- 
ing better. We need to work on the pro- 
file of the tires to help us." 

Lavilla was just happy to finish two 
races after no fewer than four nonfinish- 
es in a row. 

“I was pushing harder in this race 
because the result in race one made me 
more relax a little," he said. "In race one, 
I was too careful because I wanted to 
make sure I finished. The fans cheering 
me on helped a lot today." 

Corser was almost philosophical 
about his misfortunes of the weekend, 
especially as he dropped points to his 
number-one title challenger and Ducati 
teammate - Fogarty. 

“1 had to change direction with my 
legs on the tank today rather than the 
bars, and you're nonstop working all 
the.time," Corser said. "Every time I 
tried to use my arm a lot, I just got pain. 
Today, that's the best I could do." 

The superbike-rookie club had a 
decent day in Spain, with Katsuaki Fuji- 
wara and his Alstare Suzuki taking two 
eighths and Yamaha's Vittoriano 
Guareschi making good use of his 
Supersport lap-record-holding pace in 
Albacete to take both ninth-place finish- 
es. 

Monotony was the order of the day 
in the lower reaches of the top 10, with 
Peter Goddard taking a pair of 10ths to 
give hope to the Aprilia factory after 
four nonfinishes. 

“I was just glad to get two finishes 
today," the Australian said. "I had a lot 
of clutch-engaging-and-disengaging 
problems in the first race." 

Austrian Andy Meklau overcame the 
problems he experienced in practice to 
stick his Ducati into 12th and 11th 
places. 

Fogarty's pair of podiums and Cors- 
er's sixth and seventh has stretched the 
current World Champion's lead at the 
top of the table to 36 points, putting 
Corser under real pressure to win races 
at Fogarty's expense. 

Perhaps more significant is the creep- 
ing menace of Edwards, whom Fogarty 
could do nothing about today, and the 
number-one plate holder may well find 
the Texan even a more unappetizing 
morsel on the Honda speed-bowl of 
Monza. 

But that is in the future. 

With one win apiece, Haga and 
Edwards have underlined their abilities 
in no uncertain fashion, the only shame 
being that we were all robbed of the 
chance to see what could have been an 
epic battle between the two in the clos- 
ing stages of the races because of their 
nonfinishes.

No matter - entertainment was had 
by all, even with a pathetic crowd figure 
of an estimated.4000. But that was to be 
expected when you hold a World Super- 
bike race in two-stroke-soaked Spain - 
just a week after the must-see Spanish 
Grand Prix at Jerez. 


RACE ONE 


If you were given the task of design- 
ing a race track for the all new Yamaha 
R7 to shine on, you could do worse than 
copy Albacete. With no overlong 
straights and big rewards given to sweet 
handling and aggressive rider input, 
Albacete was always going to be the 
best of the bunch for Haga. 

A great Superpole ride and a front- 
row start saw him into third at the first 














putting him out of the race with a sick 
motor on lap two. 

By now it looked like the rising sons 
were away over the horizon and gone, 
especially as Yanagawa had put in a 
new lap record of 1:31.592 (which would 
survive the day) on the second lap. But 
with Chili trailing him all the way, Fog- 
arty got his stubborn head down and 
overcame any of his Ducati's relative 
deficiencies at such a twisty track to 
hang on to their coattails (if not their 
slipstream) and eventually overcome 
the eight-tenths-of-a-second gap. 

A much bigger margin separated an 
aggressive-looking Katsuaki Fujiwara's 
Suzuki from Vittoriano Guareschi's 
Yamaha as the leading freight train 
pulled away from the pursuing melee - 
a pack that included Peter Goddard on 
the Aprilia, Igor Jerman and Robert Ulm 
on privateer Kawasakis, and former GP 
star Alex Gramigni on a privateer 
Yamaha. 

With Foggy shaving milliseconds off 
the leader's advantage, he drew inex- 
orably away from Chili, but arguably 








corner, behind Edwards and Yanagawa, 
but drama was already developing in 
pit lane. Already injured, Troy Corser's 
Ducati insulted the Aussie further by 
snapping a fuel line on the warmup lap, 
forcing Corser to start from pit lane and 
hit the first corner dead last. 

At the front, both Japanese riders, 
ignorant of Corser's woes, were well 
up for the fight, with Yanagawa and 
Haga slotting ahead of Edwards. Haga 
ended up doing a number on his coun- 
tryman to lead at the end of the first 
lap, with the ever-improving, Dunlop- 
shod Suzuki of Chili charging into 
third, ahead of Edwards, Fogarty and 
Slight. 

Fogarty overtook Edwards just 
before fate decided to foil the Texan, 





the ride of the race was being put in by 
Corser, who was up to 10th on lap 
seven. By this time, his fellow Ducati 
riders Jiri Myrkyvka and Lance Isaacs 
became the last riders not to finish after 
crashing out - Isaacs so hard that he 
missed race two. 

The first backmarker was encountered 
on lap 10, by which time Slight, with a 
superhuman effort of will, had worked 
his way up to and then past Chili to 
fourth - 3.7 seconds down on Foggy. 

By now there were two groups of 
three at the front - Haga, Yanagawa and 
Fogarty; Slight, Chili and a refreshed 
Lavilla - then a big gap back to Fujiwara 
and Corser. The latter had finally over- 
come Goddard and almost instantly 
gapped him by 1.5 seconds. 
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On lap 20, Fogarty was obviously 
unable to have any say in the Japanese 
civil war, but Yanagawa’s frequent 
attacks looked like they may have some 
ultimate success right up until the very 
last lap - especially when Haga was 
balked by backmarker Vladimir Karban 
on lap 24 of the 26. 

But Haga hadn’t come this far to fail 
at the last minute, and he maintained 
his half-second advantage at the flag, 
with Fogarty a safe six seconds back. 

Slight, hero number one, took an 
unimaginable fourth, after a short drag 
race to the line with Chili and Lavilla. 

Hero number two, Troy Corser, only 
just beat Fujiwara ovér the line, with 
Guareschi finally getting the better of 
Goddard's clutch- and EFI-troubled 
Aprilia. 

Drama, heroism and Haga in full 
flight. What more could you want? 
Well... 


RACE TWO 


With none of the pit-lane start melo- 
dramas of race one, it was left to the rac- 
ing itself to provide all the thrills in race 
two with the usual race-one suspects 
joined by a re-motored Edwards. 

Yanagawa was the first to lead, mak- 
ing it stick for five laps despite some 
early attention from Haga and then Fog- 
arty. The first-lap order was Yanagawa, 
Haga, Fogarty, Edwards, Slight, Corser 
and Slight, but it went through virtually 
a complete reshuffle on the following 
lap as Edwards started a charge to the 
front and Haga lost two places in one 
lap. 

Fiap four brought on one of the more 
significant developments when the 
escaped hospital patients, Corser and 
Slight, swapped places, allowing Slight 
to hold up a whole freight train of riders 
as Corser dropped back from fifth to 
eighth, behind Lavilla and Chili. Both

the Spaniard and the Italian eventually 
overcame the Kiwi, but not until 
halfway through the race, by which time 
the leading four had not only gapped 
them by a small but insurmountable 
margin, but had suddenly become three 
when Haga hit engine problems and 
retired on lap 11. 

Until then it looked like it would be a 
double for the gloriously exuberant rid- 
ing style of Haga, who was once more 
finding drive from his wheelspin and 
adhesion in the slide. But it all came to 
nothing. 

Haga’s exit left the way clear for the 
V-four power and (relative) traction of 
Edwards' Honda, with Yanagawa and 
Fogarty in very close attendance. The 
lap charts show no change in the top 
three from lap 12 onward, but that cold 
statistic does no justice to the high- 
speed poker game being played by three 
desperate riders, betting on their tires as 
well as their own abilities to win thé 
final hand. 

The odd joker got in the way as 
usual, what with Carlos Macias posing a 
mobile chicane to the leaders twice, and 
another four riders getting in the way at 
some stage - most noticeably final-point 
scorer Lucio Pedercini, who got tangled 
up with the fight for the win on the very 
last lap. 

It was, as it seemed to be fated, 
Edwards’ race, with Yanagawa second. 

"| didn't get a great start in the sec- 
ond race, and once I got by a few riders, 
Haga was gone," Edwards said. "He 
was pulling away from me and there 
was nothing I could do about it. Once he 
went out, it was cat-and-mouse between 
me and Yanagawa. In the last few laps, I

Briefly... 

Despite all of the riders making it around the first corner for about the first 
time in living memory, the Supersport race at Albacete threw up the usual 
assortment of dramatic moments. World Championship leader lain MacPher- 
son suffered the anguish of hearing his Kawasaki's engine go dead on lap 
eight, just after he had begun to reassert himself in third place after dropping 
to fifth at one point. Another top rider to not see the checkered flag was 
Paolo Casoli, with no one to blame but himself after crashing his Ducati Per- 
formánce 748 in turri one immediately after taking the lead. The experienced 
head-and-throttle-hand combination of front-row qualifier Piergiorgio Bontem- 
pi got the holeshot, and he kept his lead every time over the start-and-finish 
line until. Casoli's short-lived moment of glory, and. then again until another 
Yamaha R6 man, Jorg Teuchert from the Yamaha Deutschland team, 
used all his youthful exuberance and skill to take the lead at the halfway 
point. Teuchert ended up giving Yamaha its second World Supersport victo- 
ry in as many weeks, and their first one-two finish. “That was the hardest 
race | ever did," said a triumphant Teuchert. "It was so long in the front, with 
Bontempi directly behind me, and | think his bike was a little bit faster than 
mine on the straights. It was very hot and the tires were sliding and sliding at 
the end - but | knew | could win." Pere Riba put his Castrol Honda CBR600 
and his local knowledge to seriously good use to give Honda its first Super- 
sport podium of the year. Eighth at one stage, Riba tucked into his task with 
relish, blitzing Guareschi's old lap record with a 1:35.618 mark on lap eight. 





Friday at Albacete could have been rechristened Kawasaki Day after 
the awesome performance of all three Team Green riders. Gregorio Lavil- 
la made 'a good start to his:-home race with provisional pole, challenged 
only by his teammate Akira Yanagawa. In the Supersport scene, lain 
MacPherson continued his good form with provisional pole as well, giving 
the Eck! squad a real boost after their recent Dunlop tests at Cartagena. 


The short straights at Albacete allowed the Ducati Performance 
boys to use smaller 290mm discs on their fronts, trading off a little out- 
right braking power for a reduction in centrifugal force 


Carl Fogarty suffered a crash in the last five minutes of final qualifying. 
He was unhurt, but he lost the chance to overhaul Colin Edwards Il at the 
head of the practice table. "| fell off at the hairpin, after I'd passed the 
middle part of the corner,” Fogarty said. "It was a silly little crash. | felt 
like someone was pushing the rear of the bike -and | just fell over. | had 
gone from doing virtually the whole session on a 17-inch rear and jumped 
on the other bike with a 16.5-inch. | think that's what pushed me in too 
fast somehow and put the front down. At the moment I'm going better on 
the 17-inch tires, and when we put the 16.5 in just there; it felt heavy. | 
didn't like it. But at the last two rounds, l've used the 16.5s anyway." 


Carl Fogarty swept to his first pole position in four seasons at Albacete, 
taking him to a total of 18 poles, equaling Troy Corser's record, set only 














didn't just hear him, I could feel him." 





a month before at Phillip Island. "Everyone keeps reminding me that it's 
been four years since | had. my last pole position, so at least it'll. shut 
everybody up at long last,” Fogarty said. "Superpole is something that | 
struggled with all year really badly, and | sorted it out this year during win: 
ter testing. | promised myself that -would qualify a lot better now, and so 
far I've had one pole and three seconds. I'm.a bit embarrassed to be on 
pole. I'm not a pole man. I'd probably be happier somewhere else on the 
front row, to.be honest." His time of 1:31.457 was better than any he set 
in four hours: of regular qualifying. Ç 


Troy Corser found himself stuck.behind Colombian rider Carlos Macias 
in final qualifying, which frustrated him to the point where he’ cut off his 
fellow Ducati rider's front wheel when he finally barged past. The incident 
had echoes of Corser's bitter attack on the slow wild-card riders at Phillip 
Island. Macias is a little different from the ordinary wild-card rider, though, 
as he is entered for a full series, ensuring that Corser and company will 
have more fun and games for the whole year. 


Doriano Romboni, as frequent a crasher in World Superbikes as he 
was in-GP racing, brought out the red flag in final qualifying when he fell in 
the fast first.corner. His high-speed trajectory took him and his bike 
across a veritable desert: of runoff sand and into the tire wall. Both rider 
and bike hit hard, with "Rambo" lying by the track for quite a while before 
expert medical attention was forthcoming. His bike was even less lucky, 
smacking into the tire wall so fast it deformed the bottom rung of the 
Armco barrier. Despite qualifying for Superpole, Romboni was unfit to 
compete, making it a 15-rider event. He subsequently missed the race. 


Local news reports confirmed a-long-held rumor that this would probably 
be Albacete's last-ever World Superbike race. Never a well- 
attended race, the event was kept alive because of the positive impact on 
the Albacete economy, what with all the teams and backup crews (some- 
times outnumbering the spectators...) keeping the local hoteliers busy. 
Jarama is expected to be the replacement venue. It is understood that 
even if the negative influence of Dorna (who' have opposed any move to 
any of Spain's GP circuits) were not present, the circuits themselves are 
not keen on running what they see as “second division" events. Carl Fog- 
arty is one who will miss Albacete if it does go the way of all things. "It's 
only Assen that I've won more races at, so it's a special place for me," he 
said. "It's a fun circuit, flat and lots of corners. It will be a 'shame to lose 
it, but these things happen.” 


Aaron Slight's Donington finger injury, sustained during his sec- 
ond-race coming-together with teammate Colin Edwards ll, severely ham- 
pered his progress at Albacete. The gash along the entire length of the 
inside of his right little finger is the least of his worries. He has broken an 
already-fused-together knuckle at the top and has literally smashed the 
middle bone on his finger. "Like you had' hit a piece of bamboo with a 
hammer,” said one graphically exact team member. Slight himself was 
equally candid about his mangled digit. "My finger was screwed anyway, 
because | had a bone graft from my forearm to my finger before. When 





Third went to Fogarty, somewhat 
disgruntled but a more emphatic cham- 
pionship leader. 

"| ran a 17-inch in the first race and I 
did some very good lap times, but when 
it went off, it was very bad,” Fogarty 
said. “So I went to 16.5 and it was more 
consistent through the whole race and 
let me keep the same lap times. It was a 
hell of a hard race out there today. I 
could see where I was losing out, but 
there wasn't much I could do about it. I 
think we're a lot closer to the Hondas in 
terms of pace, so we won't go to Monza 
as favorites, but who knows?" 

Behind them, Lavilla and Chili had 
taken command of the Corser /Slight sit- 
uation and battled away until the final 
flag, when Lavilla, loosened up from his 
first-race tension, beat the Italian for 
fourth by just two-tenths of a second. 

Corser, having got the better of Slight 
on lap 20 of 26, headed him home by 
almost two seconds, with Fujiwara 
snapping at Slight's exhausted heels. 

“Here, it's constant flipping from 
side to side, lots of braking," Corser 
said. "I felt really lazy and slow in the 
chicanes - because I couldn't pull the 


bike over with my arm. I’ve not broken. 


any bones, but I’ve torn all the liga- 
ments from my chest back to the shoul- 
der away. The first race was a fuel line 
and I had my work cut out today. I've 
got a couple of weeks now to heal for 
Monza. I’m supposed to be going test- 
ing, but I'm trying to cancel that if I can. 
The Hondas are going to be hard to beat 
there. I was riding with Aaron (Slight) a 
lot of the second race. I couldn't get past 
him. He was parking it in the corner and 
just blocking and leaving nowhere to go 
except around the outside. I followed

him for loads of laps and could only get 
him at one corner. He's not dirty. He 
just uses defensive lines and, around 
here, if you block the line, you don't get ` 
past. When I got in front of him, I could 
see he was definitely holding me up, 
even though my shoulder was holding 
me up. He's injured as well, so I guess 








Colin knocked me off, | shattered it to pulp. It's a real problem around 
here, because of the hard braking everywhere." 


Honda's legendary reputation for exactness in all things has prompted the 
use this season of a special fake wheel hub, complete with fake disc 
brakes. Used when the wheels are away to the Michelin fitters for fresh 
rubber, the spacers align all the brake pad surfaces and pistons exactly 
where they were designed to be during brake bleeding. 


Aprilia and Kawasaki attended Dunlop tests at Cartagena on the Mon- 
day and Tuesday preceding Albacete, trying new tires as well as gaining 
more valuable track time. Peter Goddard was looking for a tire that would 
work in greater harmony. "One construction of rear tire keeps trying to 
chuck me off in practice, but the race version is okay," he said. Harald 
Eckl, boss of Team Kawasaki, felt that the tests were of benefit to his rid- 
ers. "We used this opportunity to help with the setup at Albacete, 
because the nature of the track is quite similar," Eckl said. "Also, we sort- 
ed out some tires. | was quite happy to go to the test, even if Akira (Yana- 
gawa) ended up banging his head a little, We had to end the test a little 
early because of that, but whatever happens in the race, it was worth it to 
everyone, as it helped the riders put in really strong performances in prac- 
tice." 


The high temperatures experienced over two days of practice at 
Albacete took a toll on both bikes and riders. With track-surface tempera- 
tures around 120 degrees and air temperature hitting a maximum of 95 
degrees, tires were the big deal, but stamina-sapping temperatures had 
their effect on the riders, too. Carl Fogarty was one who found the heat a 
major inconvenience. "It's so hot, and your concentration is not as good 
when it's hot. Especially when you come back in from the track, don't get 
the chance to cool down, but still have to.communicate with the team in a 
hurry before you go back out. " 


In a strange twist of irony, the TV service and cameramen at Albacete 
were provided by... Dorna - GP rights holders. As one Spanish journalist 
said, "If you want to make a sports event from Spain involving motorcy- 
cles, Dorna is the logical choice. " 


A lack of communication between the Albacete circuit and the WSB orga- 
nizers meant no programs for the. spectators at Albacete. Some cir- 
cuits are allowed to produce. there own, but it appears that Albacete was 
due to make their own and somehow forgot. 


With Colin Edwards Il heading up the first untimed practice session - 
and after such strong rides at. Donington in. the previous round - Davide 
Tardozzi was heard to greet a visitor to the Ducati pit - Steve Whitelock, 
FIM technical referee - with the jocular statement: “You know, | really 
think those Hondas have got an unfair advantage over us; maybe we 
should limit them somehow..." The voices which have been raised in 
anger at the Ducatis' early-season performances have grown strangely 
quiet of late. 











Ducati's team technical director, Corrado Cecchinelli, confirmed that tire 
choice at Albacete was a two-stage affair because of the cooler mornings 
and the blazing afternoons: “You have to ignore what you do in the moming 
because the temperature changes so much. That's why we spend so much 
time in the afternoon searching for and testing race tires.” He also confirmed 
that his bikes are versatile beasts. "Because of the many corners at this 
track, you do not need too much horsepower or stability, but you need easy 
handling and good power delivery - or at least that's the theory - because 
actually we didn't change too much between here and Donington.” 


Troy Corser survived a very high-speed get-off with à bruised shoulder 
after trying a 17-inch tire near the end of the final untimed session. He was 
on lap four of.a 15-lap endurance test when he crashed on the fast last cor- 
ner before the finish straight. Despite his sore shoulder, Corser hung on to 
a second-row grid position. As Corser was consigned to his motorhome, 
Davide Tardozzi spoke on his behalf. “He is a bit worried for tomorrow 
because he starts from the second row. It was not so easy for him to jump 
on the bike after such a big crash only half an hour before. He did a very 
good job to keep himself on the second row." Later, Corser spoke for him- 
self. “| wanted to take part in Superpole anyway, even though | was in pain, 
and I'm happy that | can start in the first couple of rows. It's been difficult 
working here: Often the information we got from the moming session was 
no good for the aftemoon due to the change in temperature." 


In à commendable spirit of paddock solidarity. the entire contingent 
of sidecar-racing humanity was invited over to the Castrol Honda hospital- 
ity unit to meet all the top Superbike team managers. Instigated by Cas- 
trol Honda team manager Neil Tuxworth and press officer Chris Herring, it 
was an attempt to make their new bedfellows welcome, as this year is 
only the start of a four-year World Superbike/Sidecar relationship. Steve 
Webster was especially pleased, having been treated as an outcast 
throughout his 15-year GP career. "It was quite touching, really, because 
what it meant to me was that the people involved in managing the top 
superbike teams are not unapproachable like the top GP team guys 
were," Webster said. "Everybody seems to have their feet on the ground 
here, even though it is a big-money business. It's just nice to be not just 
in the paddock, but accepted in the paddock. For them to do that for us 
was fantastic. All the lads were really pleased." 





Steve Webster held off countryman Steve Abbott and Austrian Klaus 
Klaffenbock to record his second sidecar win of the season, after an 
unfortunate incident halted the race and sent Dutchman Benny Janssen 
to the hospital with a suspected broken ankle. The accident, after Jorg 
Steinhausen had spun while being overtaken, brought out the-red flag, 
giving Webster the win. Webster's turn of luck came after one of the 
most entertaining races of the year, with Webster, Abbott and Klaffen- 
bock separated by no more than .813 of a second at the flag. The race 
was shortened. by seven laps from its planned 26, with no restart 
required. Webster's win takes him to second in the championship point 
standings, with Abbott first - six points clear of Webster and 20 points 


ahead of Klaffenbock.

Guareschi again held off Goddard, 
who was under severe pressure in the 
final laps from Andy Meklau and Igor 
Jerman.

PRAGUE, CZECH REPUBLIC, MAY 8 

t was a night of mixed emotions for 
| Americans Greg Hancock and Billy 

Hamill as the World Speedway 
Championship Grand Prix series kicked 
into life in Prague, Czech Republic. 

Californians Hamill and Hancock, 
World Champions in 1996 and 1997 
respectively, came into the meeting hav- 
ing launched a new partnership a week 
earlier which saw them adopt a new liv- 
ery intended to shake up the sport’s 
image. 

But then the pair received a pre- 
meeting blow when their revolutionary 
fork cover, sporting a new aerodynamic 
shape, was given the thumbs- down by 
Grand Prix race director Ole Olsen, who 
claimed it needed modification before it 
would be allowed to be used in the 
Grand Prix. 

Just 24 hours after that minor set- 
back, the childhood friends experienced 
sharply contrasting emotions after one 
of the wettest Grand Prix rounds in the 
competition’s four-year history. Han- 
cock, a former protégé of two-time 
World Champion Bruce Penhall, ended 
the Prague event elated, as he made it 
back to the big time with a second-place 
finish behind Poland’s Tomasz Gollob 
on a track made hazardous by rain 
which fell throughout the meeting. But 
Hamill, given a winter reprieve after 
missing a qualification slot for the '99 
series, bowed out disappointingly early, 
and he now faces a mountain to climb if 
he is to regain the World Champi- 
onship. 

It was Hancock's first appearance on 
the Grand Prix rostrum since he became 
World Champion in Denmark in Sep- 
tember 1997. His defense of the title

went badly last year as he opened with 
an early departure from the first round 
and nevé found his feet. In Prague, he 
hit the boards running. 

As a top-eight rider from 1998, Han- 
cock started the Czech event later than 

Hamill, and in his opening ride he 
revealed his teeth, firmly holding on to 


his line as Swedish rider Henrik 
Gustafsson drifted slightly on the fourth 
turn. Hancock dived for the opportunity 
and held on to his line as Gustafsson 
buzzed around his outside. The rider 
from Balboa Island, California, knew the 
best way to cope with the deteriorating 
conditions was to hug the inside line. 


On the first bend of lap two, Gustafsson 
tried an outside move, but there was no 
grip on the wide line and he fell, sliding 
- uninjured - into the fence. Hancock 
had settled for second, behind Gollob, 
when the Pole's bike slowed on the last 
lap, allowing Hancock to dart through 
for first place, which gave him a favor- 
able inside start for heat 17. 

Again, Hancock was in the right 
place at the right time. He was sitting on 
the inside line behind fast-starting 
Czech rider Antonin Kasper when 
Kasper became overexcited going into 
turn three. Kasper straightened up and 
headed toward the fence. He rescued 
the situation, but not in time to stop 
Hancock from sailing through to win 
and stake his place in the semifinals. 

One race away from the crucial final, 
Hancock nestled in behind Gollob, who 
had soared around the outside from the 
start, to make sure of a place in the 
decider. 

Hancock had gate two for the final 
and on his inside was Sweden's Jimmy 
Nilsen, who had won his three qualify- 
ing races convincingly from the starting 
gate and stayed clean while most of his 
rivals were covered in mud. 

Gollob was on the outside grid, which

he had twice used to devastating effect in 
his previous races, and Australian Jason 
Crump completed the lineup. Hancock 
made a good start from his grid while 
Nilsen was stuck in the sludge at the line. 
But the American arrived at the corner 
just as Gollob had begun one of his stun- 
ning outside bursts. The Pole had built 
up a head of speed that Hancock was 
powerless to stop, and Hancock could do 
nothing but wait for a mistake from Gol- 
lob. It never came, but the relief for Han- 
cock as he crossed the line in second was 
immeasurable. 

Hancock is well-recognized as one 
of the world’s most consistent riders, 
and Gollob has a reputation for losing 
his cool when it comes to the crunch. 
With Crump taking third and Nilsen 
finishing fourth, the finalists stole a 
march on their main rivals for the 
World title.

Rickardsson went out before the semi- 
finals after being controversially exclud- 
ed for delaying the start of heat 19, and 
multi-time World number one Hans 
Nielsen went out after just two rides. 

Hamill was also ranked among the 
contenders for the crown, but the 28- 
year-old from Monrovia, California, fell 
way behind in the order. He finished 
third in heat three after giving Danish 
rider Brian Andersen a run for his 
money on the first lap. But Hamill did 
not have the speed to catch Andersen, 
and that left Hamill to fight for survival 
in heat six, an eliminator race. 

Britain’s Andy Smith made the start 
and led into the fourth turn, but he went 
wide, and Hamill had a brief opportuni- 
ty to follow Swedish rider Henka 
Gustafsson through the gap. Smith beat 
him to the next corner by a yard, and 
Hamill could make up no ground. He 
was left to fight off the attentions of 
Mario Jirout from the Czech Republic in 
the closing stages of the race for a third 
place which left him with just two 
Grand Prix points. 

The early exit came as a major shock 
and was a hammer blow to Hamill, who 
had just been told there was a place for 
him in Coventry's British League team 
after being left on the sidelines for the 
opening months of the season. 

Hamill had been keeping busy with

commitments across Europe, but the reg- 
ular competition in England should see 
him return to the form that has won him 
three Grand Prix events since 1995. The 
next round is at Linkoping, Sweden, on 
June 4, and.Hamill's fans will be keeping 
their fingers crossed in the hope that he 
can repeat his 1996 Swedish GP victory at 
the same track, just as he did during his 
World Championship-winning season. 
And certainly Hancock is a man on a 
mission to win the World Speedway 
Championship again. When the 28-year- 
old rider was closing in on his first 
World crown in 1997, he said the mark 
of a true champion was winning a sec- 
ond title, just like Hancock's childhood 
mentor Bruce Penhall. After a nervous 
defense of his title last season, Hancock 
is back among the main contenders, and 
he has vowed not make the same mis- 
takes twice. Hancock slumped to sixth 
place in the 1998 series and was forced to 
fight for an automatic place in this year's 
competition, but his second placing on 
Saturday in Prague signaled his return 
to the form of a championship hopeful. 
“I really got caught up in myself last 
year with the World Championship and 
everything around it," Hancock said. "It 
was a lot to come into. I was so excited, 
but I also knew everybody was gunning 
for me. Last year is a blur in my memo-

ry right now. I don't think I ever got 
into the groove. I feel bad saying that, 
because I was World Champion, but I 
want to win the World Championship 
again, and I can guarantee when I come 
to retain that title it is going to be a dif- 
ferent story. I learned a lot last year, and 
it's the same old thing: You never stop 
learning; the day you do is the day 
you'd better call it quits." 

The new race format that was intro- 
duced to last year's series caught Han- 
cock unawares, but he was ready for it 
this time around, and he also stayed out 
of trouble on the soaked track. 

“I rode the exact same line in every 
single race, apart from one lap, for the 
whole meeting," Hancock said. "I 
stayed on the inside, right on the 
groove, so I didn't get too much trouble 
and spray coming my way." 

The next round in Sweden is less 
than a month away and Hancock is in 
determined mood. 

“I feel good and I'm looking forward 
to the next round now, I'm on the road 
to the World title, and I'm not going to 
stop," he said. 

The only rider ahead of Hancock in 
the World championship standings is, of 
course, Gollob, the highest-paid sports- 
man in Poland. Gollob said the pressure 
would now be on him from his country-

men, whose hopes of celebrating their 
first World Champion since 1973 rest on 
his shoulders. 

“Linkoping, for the next round, is a 
good track, I like it, and things look 
promising," Gollob said. "It is good to 
win the opening meeting, but it adds to 
the pressure because the other riders 
will be looking for me now. I hope I can 
keep up the vision and points between 
the other riders and myself, and I 
should be all right. This is only the first 
Grand Prix of six, so I can't say now that 
I am going to be World Champion, but I 
will keep on going and. see what hap- 
pens. I am not getting too carried 
away." cN

MANAHAWKIN, NJ, MAY 9 
ustralian Shane Watts used a 
A^ come-from-behind 
charge to claim the overall win 
at the Manahawkin GNCC. 

Posting his fourth overall victory in 
five tries, the KTM 125-mounted Aus- 
tralian's success is no doubt turning U.S. 
off-road racing circles on their collective 
ear. In the process, his success is threat- 
ening to upset the corporate apple cart 
of many national manufacturers' off- 
road racing teams that have invested 
nearly exclusively in this series. 
“Wattsie” got off to a mediocre start and 
encountered some troubles early in the 
race, whacking his left handlebar on a 
tree hard enough to shatter his roost 
guard and damage his clutch lever. It 
hardly proved fatal, however, as Watts 
spent the next couple of laps working 
his way to the front in order to set the 
stage for his final-lap victory. 

"The key was being in the position to 
win on the last lap," Watts said. 

No doubt it was. 

It wasn't accomplished, however, 
without a little misfortune on the part of 
the second-overall finisher, Team Suzu- 
ki’s Rodney Smith. The defending series 
champ started well, ultimately grabbing 
the lead position from early front-run- 
ner Fred Andrews and maintaining it on 
the third, fourth, fifth and half of the 
sixth and final lap. Unfortunately, 
lapped traffic, as it often does, played an 
instrumental role in Smith's misfortune. 

"A lapper had fallen down in the 
main line in a woods trail near the 
loop’s midpoint,” Smith explained. “I 
made a snap decision to blaze an inside 
line, and my Suzuki bottomed out on a 
stump - the bike flipped up and I went 
down. Wattsie was right there and he 
slipped into the lead.” 

Still, a second-place finish proves 
that he and Team Suzuki are back on the 
right track. 

“I thought I was in good shape to 
take the win,” Smith said. “My Suzuki is 
really working good now, after we spent

the first couple of races getting the '99 
bike dialed. Unfortunately, just when 
things began to come together, I ended 
up getting sick. I felt good in West Vir- 
ginia (where he took first place), but this 
lingering cold just won't quit." 

Team Suzuki claimed the third podi- 
um position as well with a strong show- 
ing by Englishman Paul Edmondson. 

“I was a little pumped up early on 
and had to back off some," said 
Edmondson. "There are really a lot of 
fast guys in this series, and the pace is 
relentless. The top guys up front were 
freight-training and setting a good clip." 

To his credit, "Eddy" hung tough, 
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running near the front of the pack for 
the entire race and moving up as oppor- 
tunities arose. His third-place finish 
marked his best results since the series’ 
second round in Georgia. 

The Pros raced around a 10.7-mile 
course that was a mixture of ribboned 
outdoor MX-type sections in a large 
sand pit connected together with tight 
woods trail through thick wood with 
lots of pitch pine and scrub oak. 

^I really liked the course,” Smith 
said, “especially the tight sections.” 

Other riders were heard to say that 
this was the tightest GNCC round thus 
far, with stump-studded, skinny woods 
trail sections that confounded passing. 
There was no water on the course, 
though rain showers earlier in the week 
proved to be just enough to keep down 
the dust that plagued riders in last 
year’s event. The day’s weather was 
nearly perfect, with clear, cloudless 
skies, a steady breeze and temperatures 
in the mid-70s. 

Fourth-overall finisher Fred 
Andrews looked like the sure bet early 
on. Before the race, the Kawasaki rider 
said he set some realistic goals for this 
race. 

“I want to improve upon last year's 
outing," he said, ^where I jacked my 
knee in the first turn and ended up 
DNFing." 

Andrews easily accomplished his 
goal, leveraging a good start to lead the 
event for the first two laps. While out 
front, Andrews was constantly dogged 
by Smith and Edmondson, the top five 
riders dicing it up early on. Eventually, 
he gave way to Smith on the third trip 
around the loop, but he still managed to 
stay in touch with the leaders, never 
falling back further than fifth place and 
moving up on the final lap to secure 
fourth overall. All in all, it was a good 
finish. 

Kawasaki rider Jim Jarrett had an up-

and-down day that fortunately finished 
on a high note. Jarrett ran with the lead- 
ers in the early going before falling back 
to 10th place on lap three. From there, 
however, he climbed back into the fray, 
finishing in the fifth-overall seed. 

The current series points leader com- 
ing into the round, Suzuki's Steve 
Hatch, was very optimistic before the 
race and rode well before running out of 
fuel on the final lap. 

" want to ride smart for the first half 
of the race and then grab some gears," 
he said. "Hopefully, I can get some 
more podiums and follow up on my 
good (third-place) finish in West Vir- 
ginia." 

Running in second place, right on 
Smith's heels at the drop of the white 
flag, Hatch was no doubt on track to 
accomplish this. Unfortunately, his 
Suzuki sputtered to a stop some miles 
from the finish, a disappointing culmi- 
nation to a hard day's racing. Similarly, 
local favorite Mike Lafferty didn't fare 
much better. The KTM-mounted Laffer- 
ty commented that he was hoping for 
his first GNCC podium this year. Con- 
sistent finishes in earlier rounds, howev- 
er, have put him in third place in the 






























championship points race. In another 
case of unfulfilled aspirations, Lafferty 
crashed hard, wadding up his bike in 
the process, and he retired after the 
fourth lap despite holding down sev- 
enth place at the time. 

So it was again a day for Shane Watts 
to shine. 

“ love racing and I love being here 
(in the United States)," he said. 

Afterward, Watts reaffirmed his pri- 
orities: championship aspirations 
abroad, and GNCC competition when- 
ever possible. Watts announced that he 
will miss the next round in the series at 
Brownsville, Pennsylvania, to. attend a 
World Enduro Championship race in 
France. 

Rodney Smith, always the sports- 
man, perhaps summed it up best. 

"Shane simply rode well," he pointed 
out, "and didn't make any mistakes." em

ohn Kocinski finally got what he 

" wanted, but for how 
long? 

Since moving to the World stage in 1990, 

with a 250cc world Championship for 

Yamaha in his first year, Kocinski has 

been a nomad in search of an oasis. 

The Arkansas native who moved to 
Modesto, California, as a teenager to 
learn from Kenny Roberts rode for the 
Marlboro Roberts Yamaha team as 
Wayne Rainey’s teammate in 1991 and 
'92, finishing fourth, then third, with a 
win in each season, but clearly not rel- 
ishing the role of second fiddle. 

The 1993 season was even worse. 
Kocinski was tabbed by the Lucky Strike 
Suzuki team to spearhead the factory's 
re-entry into the 250cc class. His debut 
was auspicious, a shadow second to 
Yamaha's Tetsuya Harada in Australia 
at the season opener. After that there 
was frustration on all sides, which came 
to a head halfway into the season at the 
Lucky Strike Dutch TT in Assen. Kocins- 
ki finished third, less than five seconds 
behind the winner, but he wasn't happy. 
What happened next has never been 
fully explained, but Kocinski stopped on 
the course, blaming a gearbox problem, 
and he didn't make the podium, embar- 
rassing the Lucky Strike team at their 
home Grand Prix. It would be his last 
race with the team. 

The next time he showed up at a 
Grand Prix was in Brno, the Czech 
Republic, and he was now teamed with 
Doug Chandler and Mat Mladin on Gia- 
como Agostini's Cagiva team. Fourth in 
his first two races ahead of both of his 
teammates, Kocinski proved he could

still ride a 500. The year’s highlight 
came at Laguna Seca, where Kocinski 
gave Cagiva their only win that year. 
The year’s final race was in Jarama, 
Spain, and Kocinski was on the pole. He 
also set fast lap and he might have won 
had race leader Shinichi Itoh not suc- 
cumbed to Kocinski’s pressure and 
crashed just in front of him. 

Mick Doohan won his first 500cc 
World Championship in 1994 and 
Kocinski finished third, two points 
behind Yamaha's Luca Cadalora, after 
winning the season-opening race in 
Australia. It wasn't enough to get him a 
job in 1995. 

Kocinski raced little that year, though 
he rode an Erion Racing Honda 600 to 
second at Daytona, returning to the 
track full time in 1996 with a ride on the 
Ducati World Superbike team. 

That led to the Castrol Honda team, 
where he gave the team and the RC45 its 
only World Championship in 1997. As a 
symbol of their gratitude, the team 
recently gave him his title-winning 
machine. 

That performance earned him a 500cc 
seat on the Spanish MoviStar Honda 
Pons team in 1998. It was a year of 
struggle that only added to his reputa- 
tion as a difficult and mercurial rider to 
work with. 

Like most riders, he's always wanted 
to ride for tuning genius and multi-time 
World Championship winner Erv 
Kanemoto. The two Northern Californi- 
ans worked together once before when 
Kocinski, after he had been let go by 
Suzuki, tested the Rothmans Honda 
NSR250 that Max Biaggi was riding in 
1993. It took more than five years for 
them to get together again. 





The only problem now is that there's 
no money. Kanemoto's genius is 
mechanical, not financial, and he hasn't 
been able to attract sponsorship for this 
team. The San Jose native took out two 
loans to pay the early bills and has said 
that if the team doesn't find funding, 
their season could well end after next 
weekend's French Grand Prix at Paul 
Ricard. Rumors that they were on a per- 
formance bonus program with Honda 
Racing Corporation (HRC), basically a 
lifeline, were just that - rumors. Which is 
almost a good thing. 

The first two races resulted in two 
crashes, and the third wasn't one for the 
resume, either. At the Spanish Grand 
Prix in Jerez, Kocinski showed an early 
flash of brilliance, only to be slowed by 
tire problems. Using a softer front than 
virtually anyone else, Kocinski wasn't 
able to keep up once it began to slide, 
very early in the race. After dropping to 
seventh, he quickened his pace, turning 
his fastest lap three from the end and 
moving to sixth. The Honda NSR500 has 
always had a bad habit of understeering 
and running wide out of the turns. It's 
especially problematic when you can't 
make a hard front tire work, something 
Repsol Honda's Alex Criville was able 
to do to make his NSR500 a winner in 
Spain. For Kocinski to excel, he'll have 
to have faith in the harder tire. 

All of which puts Kocinski in an odd 
place. He finally has what he wants, but 
if the team doesn't find any money, it 
may soon be taken away from him. 


How did you come to this team? 
A always wanted to be in this 


team, but it was always a situation 
where we had to find money to organize 














it and finally, last year, after Max (Biag- 
gi) went to Yamaha, of course the spot 
was open, and I knew that I wasn't 
going to be staying on for another year 
with the (Sito) Pons team. And I think it 
was just a situation that we've always 
wanted to work on the same team, and 
we were just going to try to find a way 
to make it happen. 


O How did you know you weren't 
J going to stay on with the Pons 
team? 

A Sito’s team is a full Spanish team, 
4 and I honestly believe that Sito is 
there for business, not for racing, and, 
for me, I go for the racing part, he goes 
for the business part. So, already you 
can see it’s a dead-end street. Let alone, 
I speak English, they speak Spanish. 
That was another problem. It wasn’t a 
good situation. 


You said at one point that you 
KJ were racing for HRC within the 
Pons' team. 

A The thing is, you have to try to 
£ think about everybody's position 
before you start saying things. Of 
course, Honda, I think, tried to help me 
in whichever way they could. But, in the 
end, I was still in that team and even, I 
think, for the Japanese sometimes it was 
a bit frustrating. But it was a situation 
where you're there and all you can do is 
what you can and just ride it out and 
wait for a better chance. 


Was it something you couldn't get 
done to the bike? 

A, Ever since the first time I've ever sat 
£ Yon an NSR500, I've never been very 
comfortable. People always talk about 
superbikes and how they don't handle 
and they don't work and they're just

street bikes. But I remember the first 
time I rode the NSR in Sugo, after I'd 
just won the World Championship, and 
I lapped Sugo faster on my superbike 
than I did the NSR. 


O Because you were confident in the 
"Z front end? 
A I think that the NSR definitely

` 


£ needs some improvement in the 
handling area. But sometimes handling 
can be affected by other things. It's not 
just that we need a new frame or we 
need this or that. It's just a combination 
of things. In Superbike, I was priority 
one, and I came to this deal and I was 
priority seven. Things don’t happen too 
fast when you're priority number seven. 
In reality, that's how it really is. No mat- 
ter what a paper says, that's how it is. In 
Superbike, there's two Hondas. In 
Grands Prix, last year, there were seven 
Hondas. And I'm the new guy in. When 
anybody takes a new job, they don't 
start out as president. 





f XAt what point did you realize 
^.^ that you wouldn't get what you 
needed? 
& I knew early on that, for sure, we 
^ X were going to have to do something 
to where I could be more comfortable on 
the bike. Clearly, I feel that I didn't have 
much time to adapt again to a 500. I just 
needed to get what I had working bet- 
ter. I’ve experienced this before at other 
factories, and a lot of times it’s all about 
timing. You've just got to hope that the 
timing aspect of things works out to 
where you can get everything in line. 





; What didn’t the bike do that it 
<< will do now that Erv Kanemoto's 
working on it? 

A, That's the good thing, and that's 
£ why I've done as well as I have so 
far this year. Erv is able to use his expe- 
rience and he understands a rider very 


well. He can help me improve it that ` 


extra margin, where generally I would 
just have to do without. But still, you're 
never going to go far without the facto- 
ry. You need the factory there behind 
you, someone there with their pen and 
paper that's writing down all these 
things to go back and report all this 
information so that maybe by the next 
race or two races you're testing new 
items to try to fix your problem to get 
more comfortable on the bike. 


Is the bike that you're riding now 
better than the one you rode last 
year? 
A It's the same bike: Erv's gotten it to 
X. work better for me. I’ve learned a 
lot from him, and the reasons why 
things should be a certain way. And, for 
sure, I’ve been able to lap better than I 
did last year, so there is some improve- 
ment, but we still need more. 


» What does the bike do better this 

' year than last year? 

Let's just say if there's 20 things, 
£^ $ Erv will get 18 or 19 of those things 
right. The biggest thing is the carbure- 
tion. Erv is always very good about 
making the carburetion right, and that 
makes a big difference on this bike. 


,Because of the way the power 


Take me through a corner: What 
does the bike do if it isn't right? 

A As an example, if the carburetion is 
£ X wrong, it'll make the bike run more 
wide than it already does out of the cor- 
ner. Because when the power comes in, 
it's quite strong, and that's why it's just 
important to have the carburetion very 
smooth so that you can control the bike 
better. 


à What were your other options for 
his year? 
Í had other options, but I tell you, 
when we came testing, we even 
had people ask us, "What are you doing 
here? This has no meaning." But we 
were determined. And the thing is, 
we're here. At the moment we don't 
know for how long, but we're here. If 
we went home tomorrow, we accom- 
plished our goal. We came here, we 





were here. We did more than what most 
people give us credit for. 


í ys it hard to mentally prepare for 
b. ‘the races, given your limited 
resources? 

No, because I have so much confi- 
‘dence in the team that, as I've 
always said, I'd rather do three or four 
races at a high level than 15 races at a 
low level. And I've learned more at this 
stage than I learned all of last year. Even 
if things had to stop tomorrow, it's been 
good for me. 


ell me about the first two races. 
«^ In Malaysia, you were on the pole; 
in 1 the race.. 

yeah, I fell down. I fell down the 

first couple of races. In the first race, 

we qualified on the pole position and I 

actually was leading the race when I 

almost was taken out by Max (Biaggi). 

And then in the process of trying to 

catch back up to where I was, I made a 

mistake and just got in too fast and 

wasn't able to stop and unfortunately I 
took Abraham (Norick Abe) with me. 


How did the team react? 


. Im sure at that moment Erv was 

already thinking about Japan. He's 
not one to really sit and reflect on what 
just happened, because he just gets on 
with it. In Japan, I can honestly say that I 
had health problems there and I probably 
shouldn't have started the race, but I did, 
because, as I say, these guys put so much 
effort into it. It was a situation where you 
just try to put everything out of your 
mind. It caused me a lot of problems with 


the problems I was having and eventual- 


ly I went down and I felt bad for every- 
body. I crashed. I can't really get into it. I 
can say it wasn't a good deal and, again, 
it was problems of my own. And I was 
very disappointed. I wanted to do well in 
Malaysia, I wanted to do well in Japan. I 
want to do well everywhere. I think it's 
just a situation where... when you wanted 
something for so long and you've had to 
wait so long to get it, sometimes you 
finally get it, you're so wound up that 
you don't make the best of it.

¿Would you consider racing in the 
/ United States again? 
1 ~I would consider racing in America. 
. At least I could race at Laguna Seca. 


*You could do that if you ran 
World Superbike? 
| I will not travel anymore for any- 
ithing other than 500cc Grands Prix. 
This is my 10th year in the World 
Championship and, for sure, you start 
to feel the effects of 10 years’ worth of 
traveling and testing. That's why I say 
when I'm out of this deal, the World 
Championship is over for me. It's not 
that I'm burned out on racing, I'm 
burned out on traveling, but I will do it 
for 500, but I will not do it for anything 





else. Because what else is there 
for me to do? The other classes 
that I’ve been in, I’ve won there 
already. So, you win, you move 
on. You go to something you 
haven't won at. And this is 

what I haven't won at yet. 


»You haven't won an 
AMA Superbike title, 
| either. 
Like I say, going back to 
‘the States, where I 
wouldn't have to travel. You 
stay in the same time zone, give 
or take three hours from the East 
to West Coast. That's nothing. So, 
I still enjoy racing and I know I can 
be very competitive. Now I'm 31 
years old and I still have a lot of good 
years left. For the World Championship 
side of things, I don't know when the 
traveling is going to get to a point where I 
don't want to do it anymore. 


"That may have something to do 
with winning, don't you think? 
A Winning, for sure, takes care of a lot 
Aof problems. This year the traveling 
doesn't bother me so much because I’m 
looking forward to getting here and see- 
ing the team I'm in and the people and I 
feel good, and I don't feel like a foreign- 
er here. Last year, Audrey (Kocinski's 
motorhome driver) and myself, we 
talked to each other, but we could never 
understand anybody else around, and it 
was hard on him. So, here you're 
around other American people, so you 
don't feel so far away from home. 


fy With all of that said, why did you 
' take that ride last year? 
It was a situation where Honda 
"X helped me win a championship, so I 
felt they did me a favor and they asked 
me if I would do that and the last thing I 
wanted to do was to let them down. But 
racing is not about the fastest rider, get a 
good bike, go out there and win. It's so 
political now that it's almost unfair, but 
that's how it is, so you just deal with it. 
Look at Erv's situation: He's won more 
World Championships than anybody in 
this paddock. I don't know of anybody 
that has a better record, and he doesn't 
have a sponsor. Now, if you can make 
sense out of that, I'll be impressed. 


You have to give the sponsor 

something. You have to promise 
them something. The problem is that 
there's no money in America. All the 
money’s over here, which is why all 
the Europeans are sponsored, so that’s 
what makes it harder. 

\ It all comes down to how our sport 
£ Ais run and the people who run it. 
It's not organized properly. And I don't 
mean that in a way to say anything neg- 
ative about anyone, but, I mean, come 
on, look at it - it's not organized proper- 
ly. There's too many people here strug- 
gling to find money. This is a World 
Championship. It's amazing how the 
United States (is) the richest country in 
the world, and you come here to Spain 
and there's 150,000 people here and you 
can't even get in the place. And you go 
to America and nobody even knows 
anything about it. You look at Formula 
One, you look at what kind of job Bernie 
(Ecclestone) has done. I don't care what 
people say about him or he's making too 
much money, he's also made the whole 


' series wealthy. And there've been teams 


in Formula One that couldn't find spon- 
sorship and he found it for them. I don't 
feel this championship is being looked 
after. It's not run properly. How caa we 
have so many teams without money? 
Erv should have the most money in the 
paddock. We don't even have a round 
of the championship in the United

way to visit my mom and go watch 
Glen Helen. But once the race got closer, 
I decided that if I was going to be in the 
U.S., I might as well race. It was a good 
opportunity to learn more about my 
motorcycle. I wanted to take my bike in 
Europe and compare it with the one 
over here to see where we are lacking 
and to see where we can make some 
progress. That was how I made the deci- 
sion I did. 


How big a part did American 
Honda play in getting you set up 
over here? 
Actually, I called up Ron Wood (a 
mechanic for Team Honda) and 
asked him if they would be able to give 
me a bike for Glen Helen. He talked to 
Cliff White (the team manager) and 
there was no problem. And then, at the

race, Dan Bentley worked with me 
because there were some small troubles 
inside the team. (Honda tapped Bentley, 
Mickael Pichon’s mechanic during the 
1999 Supercross Series, to tune for 
Hughes at the Glen Helen race). It 
worked out fine for me, because both of 
those guys are really good mechanics. 
Dan and I got along really well. 


f \ Speaking of the two motorcycles, 
^ is there any comparison between 
your GP bike and the National bike 
you rode in San Bernardino? 
A The suspension is the same - I am 
‘using last year's factory suspension 
in Europe. The engine is pretty close to 
beirig the same, with the exception of 
the ignition, the cylinder and the gas. 
Over here they can run better gas, while 
in Europe we have to run 98 octane. The 
gas is kind of crap in Europe. The prob- 
lem with me in Europe is that I don't get 
the support from Honda that I really 
need. The bikes are great and every- 
thing is great, but to race at that level, 
you really need a lot of support, and we 
just don't have a lot to choose from and 
that's where we run into problems. 


O Is that due to the fact that Stefan 
Everts and Frederic Bolley ride for 
the chosen Radson Honda factory 
team, which is supported by Honda of 
Japan? š 
Yeah, I think so. That and the fact 

~S that I came onto the Pamo Honda 
team kind of late. You know, when 
someone signs on in September, that's 
kind of late. That didn't leave a lot of 
time to get the ball rolling. If we can get 
some more parts and more stuff to 
choose from, I think it will be a lot bet- 
ter. 


Do you sense that Honda of Japan 

will provide more support to the 
Pamo team since things are going pret- 
ty well? 

Well, I'm hoping so. I think if I do 

better, they will help me out more. 
Right now they only have one guy that 
they are really backing up (Bolley), 
while I'm still using leftover stuff from 
last year, so I’m not really getting a lot 
of support. With the support I’m now 
getting, the bike really is great - I can 
only imagine how much better the bike 
could be with more support. 


How did you feel about your per- 
‘formance at Glen Helen? In 
< 
essence, you came from one world and 
dropped right into another. 
A I was happy, but I was upset, too. 
X The first moto I think I should've 
finished top-three, if not better. I just 
had a couple small crashes. In the sec- 
ond race, I just kind of got settled into a 
pace and just remained there for some 
reason. Then, in the middle of the race, I 
made a couple of small mistakes. Then, 
at the end, I started pushing harder and 
caught up, but it was too late. But I’m 
happy and healthy and I can now go to 
Brazil. My goal was to get through the 
race and see how things were, and that 
went well. However, it was also kind of 
tough to come right in here and not be 
able to test the bike. Honda pretty much 
set it up and said, "Okay, here you go." 
The suspension was the same but the 
motor was different. If I could've done 
some testing, the bike could've been 
more to my liking. But for someone to 
just set the bike up without me testing it 
- the thing was pretty damn good. 


It seemed as if a lot of your former 

competitors and the fans took a lot 
of interest in you at Glen Helen. 
What's your take on that? 

I think a lot of the fans were inter- 
z ested in me, but I think most of the 
racers wanted to beat me real bad. They 











didn’t want somebody coming over 
from Europe and beating them. But 
that’s normal and not important. The 
fans were just great, and that was real 
important to me. 


What did you think of Tortelli’s 
\” performance? 

A, 1 knew he was good, and that didn't 
£ Xreally surprise me. The track was 
really good for him. I knew he was 
going to be tough. 


Q9 you think he can win the 
` whole thing this summer? 

I think he can win. However, I 
{~à think that some of the other tracks 
will be a little bit tougher for him. The 
tracks will start getting a little bit 
tighter, with more jumps, and he'll have 
trouble on those. But (on) the fast tracks, 
he'll do real good. 


f With you now racing in Europe, it 
\ appears that a larger number of 
American fans have taken a stronger 
interest in the GPs. Would you agree? 

A I think I may have got the ball 
£ Xrolling. With Tortelli now coming 
over and winning the first National and 
with Tallon Vohland chasing down and 
passing Ricky Carmichael in the second 
moto at Glen Helen, it shows that the 
GPs have some steam and that it's not 
all about supercross. I think the factories 
may start hiring some guys to ride the 
Nationals and not supercross. 


O Do you really think that could 
J ever happen? 

x 

A If you have the speed and you 
£ Xcould win the Nationals, I’m sure 
somebody would hire you. I’ve already 
talked to one or two people about that 
and they said they would be willing to 
hire somebody for that type of situation. 
Just like Jeremy (McGrath) is doing with 
supercross, or (Doug) Henry is doing in 
the Nationals this summer. Twenty- 
eight races is too much - way too much. 


You are now five races into the 
n2 1999 Grand Prix season. You seem

to be doing very well. Are you pleased 
at how it has gone thus far? 

A In the beginning it went well. But 
£ then we had a couple of mud races; 
a sand race in Holland where I had a 
bad moto with a couple crashes; then we 
had a bike failure in France, where I 
almost lost all my points. But as I talk to 
people, everybody is real surprised with 
how well I'm doing. However, I expect- 
ed a little bit more of myself. But we still 
have 22 motos to go, and that's a long 
time. I'm still in there for the champi- 
onship, and I just need to get good starts 
and ride the way I ride. 


' You ran with Frederic Bolley the 
*..7 entire second moto in Venezuela 
to finish a close second. That had to be 
encouraging. 

À That was encouraging. The first 

moto kind of sucked for me, but I 
showed a lot of speed and endurance in 
the second, and both of us rode to the 
point where we almost died. It went 
right down to the wire. It was good for 
me, because after the couple bad races I 
had, I began to question myself with 
things like, ^Man, can I really do it?" 
Venezuela was really good for me 
because the second race erased that 
question from my mind. 


£ * Originally, you seemed a little bit 
\” apprehensive about leaving for an 
entirely different world. How do you 
feel now that the season is up and run- 
ning? 

A, At first, I kept asking myself: "What 
£ are you doing? What are you get- 
ting yourself into?" But now that I’m 
there and racing, I'm actually having a 
good time. This was one of the best deci- 
sions I’ve ever made, because I’ve been 
able to turn my career around and turn 
my attitude around. I’ve been able to get 
away from the same stuff I’ve done for 
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10 years and gotten somewhere else. 
I've been able to change my outlook on 
things, because the last two years have 
been kind of tough for me, and now I'm 
having a real good time and feel like I’m 
riding real well. 


ry After spending 10 years in the pits 
«4 of the American racing scene, how 
does it feel to be a stranger in a strange 
land? Have the GP teams taken to you 
pretty well? 
At first, people just talked about 
how I wouldn't last or how I 
wouldn't be in shape. But after Spain, I 
proved them wrong, and I continue to 
prove them wrong. Some racers in 
America are in shape. I now have a lot 
of people talking to me, and a few are 
interested in me in the years to come. If I 
ever have some problems with the team 
I'm on now, I think a few of the other 
teams would be real interested in get- 
ting me. 


£ "There have to be a few people 

AA over there that want to see you fail 
just because you are an American. 

A, Oh, yeah, of course. There is some 
£ Xjealousy, and I don't know what 
else, but I'm also sure that there are a 
number of people in America that want 
to see Tortelli fail, as well. It's just com- 
petition. I mean, I know of one guy, a 
guy that's won a number of World 
Championships, that wants to see me 
fail. 


How do you compare the speed of 
= the GP riders with the guys you 
faced off against at Glen Helen? 

À The majority of the riders in the GPs 
£ take the sport real seriously, almost 
more seriously than a lot of the guys in 
the U.S. That doesn't make them faster, 
but on their tracks over in Europe, they 
are fast - real fast. However, I think there 
is more depth here and that the riders in 
American are a little more aggressive. 
Here, if there is an opening; they take it. 
Or if a rider gets passed, you know they 
are going to come right back at you. The 
guys there are in good shape, and they 
are very fast on their tracks. Guys like 
Tortelli and Vohland and now Mike 
Brown are showing that we are all going 
about the same speed outdoors. We're 
head-and-shoulders above in supercross, 
but outdoors, I think it's all now pretty 
even. One thing that is different over 
there is that it's acceptable to pull off if 
there is a problem. Over here, if you pull 
off, the bike had better be broken or you 
better be broken. If not, you are in deep 
trouble. 


f Any last words for the fans in 
\./ America that have been following 
you over in Europe this season? 
^ Yeah, I'd just like to tell them 
à thanks for this weekend. The fans 
were cheering me on each time I came 
around, and that made me feel good. 
Everybody has shown me respect here 
and that they are following the GPs. A 
lot of people have been telling me that 
they had never followed the GPs until I 
came around, and that makes me feel 
great about what I am doing. I want the 
fans to keep rooting for me and also for 
Mike Brown, who is also doing a real 
good job in Europe. Mike's just not that 
outspoken and may not be getting as 
much press as I am, but what he is 
doing over in Europe is every bit as 
tough as it is for me. You know, now 
that I think about it, a good Motocross 
des Nations team might be Trampas 
Parker, myself and Mike Brown. We're 
all racing over there, we're all American 
and we're all top-five in the GP points. I 
don't know if that will ever happen, 
but that would be a pretty good team, 
wouldn't it? cn

SAN BERNARDINO, CA, MAY 8 
omen were out in force at the 
W 1999 Chaparral AMA Amateur 
Motocross Championships for 
the Women’s Motocross League Nation- 
al Motocross Series opener, held at Glen 
Helen Raceway Park. According to Deb- 
bie Matthews, event director for the 
WML, the Glen Helen event had the 
largest group of women racers assem- 
bled for any event thus far this year. 
Fifty-four women from 14 states and 
four countries competed in two classes, 

Expert and 1 Amateur. 

Italian Steffy Bau swept the Women’s 
Expert class with 1-1 finishes. Bau said 
she came to the United States because 
she needed better competition. 

“I won too much in Europe, so I 
decided I wanted to race the women 
here,” Bau said. “I won two weeks ago, I 
won the Ladies World Cup, so I am the 
World Champion, but I want to win the 
American World Championship.” 

Capturing the holeshot in the first 
moto was Shelly Kann, followed by 
Tania Satchwell, Brookie Renker and 
Angie Keuntjes. Bau skidded off the 
concrete starting pad, resulting in a 
fifth-place position coming through the 
first turn. 

“In Europe, they do not put cement 
behind the start line,” Bau said. “So I 
need practice on the cement.” 

By the end of the first lap, Renker 
and Satchwell had fallen off the pace, 
and Bau was in third. 

Bau continued her pursuit, passing 
Kann off Animal Leap and immediately 


starting to put pressure on Keuntjes.

Keuntjes held the lead until lap five, 
when Bau passed her in the turn follow- 
ing the spectator tabletop jump. Bau 
held the lead to the finish, followed by 
Keuntjes and Satchwell. 

Bau was pleased with her perfor- 
mance following her shaky start, adding 
that she really liked the long and steep 
hills on the course. 

Keuntjes, who traveled from Wiscon- 
sin for the race, was pleased with her 
performance. She explained how she got 
into racing. 

“I got sick of sitting, watching my 
brother race, so I decided to try it,” she 
said. “Tm glad I did.” 

In moto two, Kann seized the 
holeshot. Kristy Shealy, Satchwell, Traci

Fleming and Bau were in pursuit. Kann 
cross-rutted the third turn following the 
start and Shealy grabbed the lead. 

Meanwhile, Bau charged past Flem- 
ing for fourth, and halfway through lap 
one she propelled her way past Satch- 
well and Kann and into second. Breez- 
ing past Shealy on the inside of a turn 
during lap two, Bau took control of the 
number-one position. 

Bau rode her own race to the finish, 
developing a 15-second lead over 
Shealy. Satchwell and Fleming trailed. 

“This was more easy, because I start- 
ed better, so there were only three or 
four people in front of me,” said Bau. 

There were 30 racers lined up for the 
Women’s 125cc Amateur-class moto, 
and it was IMS/RP Racing’s Aubriana 
Dunn who secured the holeshot. Amy 
Rogers and Ashley Boham were in hot 
pursuit. It was obvious that FMF/B&B 
Sportcycles/Champion Nutrition/Love- 
land Motorsports’ Boham was not con- 
tent to sit in third place, and 45 seconds 
into the first lap she flew past Rogers for 
second. In lap three, Dunn hit the dirt in 
the finish-line turn, allowing Boham to 
take first. Dunn recovered quickly and 
was able to hold on to second. 

Boham cruised to the finish line for 
the win, followed by Dunn and Rogers. 

“T kind of bogged down in the gate,” 
said a triumphant,Boham. “The sand is 
really deep there. I had to work my way 
up, but it was worth it." 

She also admitted that the ruts made 
riding difficult. 

“I'm from Colorado, ànd we don't 
get many ruts there, so the ruts here are 
kind of hard to work through," Boham 
added. 

Dunn said she was looking forward 
to the second moto. 

“I went down in the first moto, but at 
least I got the holeshot," Dunn said. 
"They could take some of the holes out 
of the uphill. It's really bumpy 

Rogers was also looking forward to 
the second moto. 

"This is an awesome track. I've just 
got to push it a little more, keep a con- 
sistent pace and hopefully come out on 
top." 

Her first-moto experience with soft 
sand paid off for Boham, who captured 
the holeshot in the second moto. Laura 
Little, Kristi Myers and Dunn were in 
pursuit. 

Dunn again got a close look at the 
dirt, going down in the third turn after 
the start. She dropped back to fifth, 
behind Marianna Stringel. 

During lap four, Dunn charged past 
Stringel and Little, placing herself in 
third. 

Boham and Myers distanced them- 
selves from the pack and crossed the fin- 
ish line one-two. Dunn crossed the fin- 
ish line in third, followed by Stringel. 

“I really concentrated on getting the 
holeshot this time," Boham said. "I 
didn't want people to get in front of me, 
because I have a hard time passing. This 
was a good experience for me. I ride the 
same track in Colorado all the time. Rid- 
ing another track is a lot more fun." 

Boham plans to compete at the local 
tracks around her hometown of Love- 
land, Colorado, but she also hopes to 
attend more Nationals in the future. €w

oodland Cycle’s YZ250- 

mounted Tim J. Stowe struck 

with lightning-quick precision 
to claim the overall victory at the 26th 
annual Fool's Gold Enduro in George- 
town, California. The event was the 
fourth round of District 36's Northern 
California Enduro Series and was host- 
ed by the California Enduro Riders 
Association. ` 

Some 197 riders left the start to begin 
a tough, three-loop, 102-ground-mile 
course that offered excellent conditions 
due to a steady, light rain that began 
about an hour before the race. 

Loop one consisted of tight wooded 
trails, a long shale downhill, fire roads 
and a creek crossing. Low speed averages 
took riders to check one, at 11.9 miles, 
where most scored zeroes. Next, faster 
trails along Darling Ridge allowed riders 
to capitalize on optimal trail conditions. 

The first major obstacle of the event, 
about 25 miles out, was the rain-swollen 
creek crossing at Rock Creek. The fast- 
moving current claimed several riders, 
including top A rider Marty Walden, 
who watered out his YZ125. 

The second check, two miles after the 
creek, was zeroed by Stowe, Team 
Green's Craig Wesner and the district's 
defending champion, Dave Wood. 

"There was a right turn out of the 
creek straight up a steep hill, with only 
one line," Stowe said. "I had to push my 
bike about 20 feet up the slippery rocks. 
Then I railed and barely zeroed the 
check." 

The first special test ensued, combin-

ing the tight trees of Ballarat Mountain 
and a 24-mph speed average for five 
miles. YZ125-mounted Matt Wallace 
carded the fastest time at the check-out 
with a 1:40. Stowe followed with 1:59; 
then came Wesner and Wood, each 
dropping 2:03s. XR riders Brodie 
DeMartile and John S. Poor were next, 
with 2:19 and 2:32, respectively. A log- 
ging road then took riders to the first 
gas break, at 40 miles. 

After the gas stop, the course 
zigzagged up Bald Mountain, where a 
hidden check-in was located at 44.4 
miles. A special test followed, featuring 
tight, technical trails with a gnarly, rock- 
strewn uphill section. The rocky climb, 
known as Last Chance, was slicker than 
usual because of the rain. 

Riders on the early minutes covered 
the rocks with a slimy mud layer and the 


hill became a bottleneck, costing some. 


riders up to 20 minutes of furious tire 
spinning. 

“I was riding on minute five and was 
able to make it up the slick, rocky hill 
unscathed," Wesner said. 

"| got stuck lots of places, including 
the hill," laughed Wallace. "It was diffi- 
cult on those slippery rocks." 

Next, tight, manzanita-lined trails, 
set at 27 mph, prevented competitors 
from making up lost time. The scores at 
check five, at 56.1 miles, signaled the 
turning point of the race. 

Stowe blitzed the section with a score 
of 6:59, followed by Wood with 7:58 and 
Wesner with 8:39. Wallace, the early 
leader, got caught in the bottleneck and 
fell back with an 11:54. 

Stowe left the second gas and hit 
loop three well in the lead, with Wesner 
behind him in second. 

A long fire road took riders up Slate 








Mountain to a long off-camber trail 
lined with jagged shale. Stowe, Wesner 
and DeMartile all dropped one at the 
next check, but some riders missed the 
turn-in to the trail, losing valuable time. 
Wallace and Wood both fell victim to 
this turn-in, dropping a four and a 
seven. 

“I crashed hard on the slate hill near 
the Balderston Lookout,” Wood said. “I 
lost almost six minutes getting resituat- 
ed.” 

A series of fire roads led to the final 
special test, which began in a tight, 
manzanita-filled section. Wallace 
screamed his small-bore Yamaha to the 
fastest time of 3:25 and Stowe and 
Wesner tied with 3:57s, followed by 
Wood's 4:22. 

Some easy Bald Mountain trails then 
led riders back to camp and the known 
control finish at 106.5 miles. 

Stowe emerged victorious with a 
final score of 11, partially due to his 
uncanny ability to get to a check right at 
the end of his minute. 

"I squeaked in two checks at :59 and 
one at :57,” Stowe said. “That gave me 
the three-point margin over Craig.” 

Wesner claimed second with 14, and 
Wallace, Wood, DeMartile and Poor fol- 
lowed in the third through sixth places, 
all with scores of 19. 

“Tt really feels great to win,” Stowe 
said. “It was more fun since I was riding 
with two friends, Anthony Van Brocklin 
and Paul Gerbi, on my minute.” cN

SAN BERNARDINO, CA, MAY 8 
cott Myers thumped his way to the 
overall victory at round one of the 
Yamaha/Maxxis Tires AMA West- 
ern Four-Stroke National Motocross 
Series at Glen Helen Raceway Park. He 
went 2-1 for the Yamaha rider’s first- 
ever Four-Stroke National win. 

Finishing second on the day was 
Nathan Woods, who was another rider 
who pulled off a career-high placing, 
with a 3-2 tally. Third overall went to 
Dustin Nelson with a 1-6 tally. Nelson 
landed the first-moto win, but a second- 
moto crash denied him any chance for 
the overall. 

Two newcomers to the series - Byron 
Nelson (6-3) and Bakersfield Yamaha- 
sponsored Josh Chisum (8-4) - rounded 
out the top five overall. 

Jimmy LaMastus put his Husaberg 
into the lead at the start of the first 
moto, only to have Myers, on the The 
Racers Edge/ Applied Racing Yamaha, 
pass him before the first lap was over. 

"I got a good drive up Mount St. 
Helens and saw Jimmy was fighting the 
bike a little as he was hitting some 
bumps,” said Myers. 

Once out in front, Myers stretched 
out his lead to eight seconds, while 
LaMastus started feeling the heat being 
applied by Yamaha riders Robert 
Naughton and Dustin Nelson. Nelson, 
however, was the one on the move, and 
he slipped his YZ400F around both 
Naughton and then LaMastus to take 
over second. 

“I felt my pace was faster than any- 
one’s,” Nelson said. “I didn’t want to go 
ballistic or anything - just ride a smooth 
pace." 

Nelson didn't stop there. He continued 
to press hard and started to reel in the 
leader, Myers. Nelson eventually caught 
and passed him, going on for the win. 

Myers held on to take second over 
Woods, who finished just ahead of a 
battling LaMastus and Naughton. Byron 
Nelson took sixth, followed by Todd 
Downs, Josh Chisum and Grayson Hart. 

Myers squeezed LaMastus out for the 
holeshot in the second moto, leaving 
behind a pile of metal and bodies. 

"| wasn't going to give him that start 
again," Myers said. "No matter how I 
was going to look at it, I was going to 
lead early again." 

As they were dicing for the lead 
through the first turn, LaMastus clipped 
a hay bale and went down, causing a 
chain-reaction pileup. 

“I was on the outside of Scotty and 
then I hit a hay-bale cover," LaMastus

said. "I knifed under and went through 
the berm and crashed." 

Caught in the crash were first-moto 
winner Dustin Nelson, Downs, 
Naughton, Sten Rasmussen and Woods. 

The race for the win was, for all 
intents and purposes, over right then 
and there, as Myers, who had taken sec- 
ond in the first moto, came away in pos- 
session of a big lead. Myers went on to 
win the moto handily, scoring his first 
overall National win.

MILLINGTON, TN, APR. 24-25 
emphis Motorsports Park is an 
Ms (National Hot Rod Asseci- 
ation) facility that utilizes a drag 
strip that is nearly a mile long in con- 
junction with the seldom-used road- 
course section when staging road racing 
events. Memphis, with its ultralong 
front straightaway and tight and techni- 
cal back section, is a perfect place to 
determine which motorcycles have big 
horsepower numbers as well as good 
handling. The new Yamaha R-6 and last 
year's R-1 proved that they have raised 
the bar in both respects. 

Longtime Yamaha campaigner Billy 
Eisenacher has suffered with the over- 
weight, underpowered 600cc machines 
that Yamaha has put out over the last sev- 
eral years, and through sheer determina- 
tion and hard riding he has been able to 
make them competitive. The WERA A 
Super Stock National Champion won two 
of the Yamaha contingency-paying class- 
es on his Dunlop-shod Yamaha R-6 in 
only his second race on the new bike. In 
fact, four of the top five places in the C 
Super Stock and C Superbike money 








races were filled by the new R-6. Eise- 
nacher was followed by Scott Brown and 
Larry Denning on Yamahas in the C 
Super Stock race, with Rocky Gravley 
slipping his Cycle Products Kawasaki 
ZX-6R ahead of the last R-6 of Robert 
Richards. Noticeably missing from the 
top five in the Super Stock race was Tim 
Bemisderfer, on another R-6, who DNFed 
the first race but came back to take second 
behind the bullet-fast Eisenacher in the C 
Superbike race later in the day. The 
Yamahas of Brown and Richards round- 
ed out the top four, while it was Den- 
ning's turn to DNF in the Superbike race. 

The newest entry into the hotly con- 
tested Middleweight ranks proved it has 
what it takes to win races right out of the , 
box. Just like its smaller counterpart, the 
revolutionary Yamaha R-1 was the bike 
to beat in both the Open classes. The 
entire field had to follow the four R-1s of 
Eisenacher, Bemisderfer, Brown and 
Denning in the Yamaha contingency- 
paying A Super Stock and Formula One 
classes. Eisenacher had to settle for sec- 
ond behind the R-1 of Greencastle, Penn- 
sylvania's Bemisderfer in the big-bore 
Super Stock class, with Denning and 
Brown rounding out the Yamaha sweep 
of the top positions. Bemisderfer again 
won the top money in the Formula One 
race, but this time Brown was able to 
edge out Eisenacher for second, and 
Denning was fourth. Curry Justice used 
his Suzuki GSX-R750 to earn fifth in both 
races. Continuing where it left off last 
year, the Yamaha R-1 is an overpower- 
ing force to be reckoned with in the 
Open-class races this year. 

Breaking the stranglehold that Yama- 
ha had on the weekend's events was 
Brian Stokes on his Michelin-equipped 
Suzuki GSX-R750. Stokes continued to 
display the winning form he has showñ 
thus far this season by winning both the 
B Super Stock and B Superbike races on 
his Marietta Motorsports-backed Suzu- 
ki. Stokes and his teammate Chris Cay= 
lor have split wins at every regional B 
Super Stock race they have entered this 
year, with two wins apiece. 

Another multiple-race winner was 
Chuck Schweain, using his Honda 
Hawk to win D Superbike and Light- 
weight Twins, followed closely by 
Christopher Jones in D Superbike, with 
Jamie Miller third in D Superbike and 
second in Lightweight Twins. Jones also 
beat Miller for second in the Formula 
Two contest, behind the Honda RS250 of 
Lee Van Norman. Miller finally got a 
win in the Clubman race, in front of the 
Aprilia of Mike Kinzer. 

Mike Byrd put his Yamaha FZR400 to 
work by winning the D Superbike 
Novice contest and the Formula Two 
Novice race, ahead of Luke Nievar and 
Shawn Thompson, respectively. Nievar, 
on his Honda Hawk, came back to win 
the Lightweight Twins Novice race from 
Steve Reeves on an Aprilia RS250, while, 
Reeves went on to win the Clubman 
Novice race over Jeffrey Rozycki and 
Shawn Quickert.

ubb Ferrell dusted off his leathers 
D: preyed on the competition at 

the second round of Eddie Mul- 
der’s West Coast Vintage Flat Track 
Series. Even though this was a rain date 
for the April 11 race, the turnout was 
still good at Willow Springs’ immacu- 
lately prepared cushion half mile. 

With no brakes and no rear suspen- 
sion, Bob Nichol’s big 1937 Indian twin 
was similar to Dubb Ferrell’s old speed- 
way ride, and he showed that he had 
lost none of his ability to win. Starting 





was another matter. Fellow speedway 
rider Eddie Castro, still not used to the 
foot-operated clutch on the Dodge 
Brothers Indian, was sent to the back 
row for leaving early - twice! Dave 
Duvarney, a regular in the Dinosaur 
class, left the line ahead of Ferrell while 
Castro pulled third from the back row. 
Castro’s bike slowed as Gordon Menzie 
powered past on his trusty Royal 
Enfield for third. Ferrell, riding Nichol's 
1940 Indian, charged past Duvarney to 
take over the lead as Castro’s bike came 
apart going into turn one, leaving a trail 
of rare and broken parts. Ferrell took the 
win ahead of his teammate Duvarney, 
with Menzie and Rick Gill behind. 

Clark Edgington and Gordon Menzie 
led Matt Campbell, David Brown and 
Jerry Duttweiler at the start of the Classic 
500 race. Edgington, on a 1967 Triumph, 
took a high line around the outside of 
Menzie, carrying more speed down the 
back chute to take over the lead. After 
missing a shift on the start, Duttweiler 
was on the move through the pack, tak- 
ing third away from Brown and closing 
on Menzie, pulling into second going 
into turn three. Edgington, thinking he 
had a good lead, was set on cruise con- 
trol, but Duttweiler was working a line 
just to the outside and behind him, and 
he was closing. When the white flag was 
about to come out, Duttweiler squared 
the corner in turn four and drove under- 
neath Edgington to lead. Duttweiler kept 
his Triumph out front to the checkered 
flag to take the win from Edgington, 
ahead of Menzie, Brown and Campbell. 

The track surface had been prepped in 
such a manner that races could be run 
immediately after the water truck doused 
the track, without leaving any slick or 
muddy spots, and deep enough for the 
big bikes to really run.

or the second time in as many races, 

Steve Leivan claimed the overall 

win in a Missouri Hare Scrambles 
Championship event. Leivan battled the 
first half of the race with Mike Wind- 
mann and Chris Thiele, the number-two 
and -three riders in the series in 1998, 
before pulling away and securing the 
overall victory. 

The Missouri Dirt Riders laid out a 
7.5-mile course at Elk Valley Raceway 
that consisted of very rocky and loose 
terrain, with many off-camber hills that 
kept speed averages for the leaders at 
just over 18 mph. Front-runners com- 
pleted five laps; 45 of the 198 riders fin- 
ished on the lead lap. 

Chris Thiele took his first holeshot of 
the year on his KX250, with Chris Nes- 
bitt, KTM rider Mike Windmann, Rick 
Matteson and Yamaha-mounted Tanner 
England in hot pursuit. Leivan started 
off in'the sixth position but quickly 
found his way into third. Windmann 
moved into the lead with Thiele in tow, 
and the top three began to pull away 
from the rest of the pack. 

About three miles into the second 
lap, Leivan took over the front position, 
due to lapped-rider problems that both 
Windmann and Thiele encountered. On 
a very tricky uphill, Windmann tried an 
alternate line and became momentarily 
hung up, allowing Thiele and Leivan to 
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pass. Thiele made it to the top of the 
same hill before getting hooked up with 
a lapper while trying to pass, but Wind- 
mann soon retook the lead after Leivan 
had problems on a hill. 

Five seconds separated the top three 
after two laps, while Leigh Letellier held 
on to fourth just over a minute back. 
Letellier, who has only ridden selected 
rounds for the last few years, was mak- 
ing his first appearance in 1999, and he 
had his KTM 200 on the gas, at the front 
of what had become a seven-rider 
freight train after 50 minutes of racing 
on the technical course. 

On the third lap, Windmann had 
more problems with traffic and surren- 
dered the lead back to Leivan. Thiele 
was able to take over second before 
Windmann could get untangled from a 
tree/fence/lapper situation. It was at 
this point that Leivan picked up the 
pace and tried to make a break. 

“Everything was good until I made a 
mistake trying to get around a lapper 
and nearly went down,” said Leivan. “It 
blew my momentum and Chris (Thiele) 
got around me.” 

With the white flag imminent, Leivan 
made another bid for the lead by choos- 
ing a longer but smoother line in a rut- 
ted field, while Thiele nearly became 
stuck by going the shorter route. Just 
after taking over the lead, Leivan got a 
break in traffic that may have changed 
the complexion of the race. When the 
two leaders came upon a pack of four 
lapped riders, Leivan worked through 
them quickly, while Thiele was not so 
fortunate. Thiele went down while try- 
ing to move through the traffic. 

“I tried to go between two guys and 
their lines came back together and I 
endoed between them," said Thiele. 

Thiele got going, still in second, and 
he was running 30 seconds behind 
Leivan when the white flag came out. 
Windmann was still in third, but he had 
dropped nearly two minutes off the 
pace. Nesbitt had taken over fourth, 
while Ken Yount had moved up to fifth. 

Leivan pulled out all the stops on the 
final circuit, chopping more than a 
minute off of his previous lap times. He 
completed the lap with no major prob- 
lems and finished with a gap of slightly 
over two minutes and his second con- 
secutive victory in hand. 

Thiele brought his Team Green ride 
home in the runner-up position with a 
couple of minutes to spare on Wind- 
mann. Both riders turned in strong rides 
and, after being series contenders 
throughout 1998, they appear to be in 
contention again. Letellier completed a 
great ride to finish in fifth, picking up 
two positions on the final lap. Dwight 
Maggard came back from an early 





deficit to finish sixth after completing 
lap one in 12th. Dan Burgard, another 
rider who went toward the front all day, 
rode his Yamaha into seventh, 17 sec- 
onds ahead of Brandon Forrester. Eng- 
land, who was up front early, took the 
checkers in ninth, while Yount had his 
share of problems on the last lap to end 
up 10th. cN

Australian Speedway 


Aussies 
rule Sydney 
Showground

Sydney Showground arena, and they 
probably wish they had not done so. 

Bobby Schwartz, Charlie Venegas, 
Shawn McConnell and Gary Hicks were 
on the wrong end of a 55-23 score after the 
13-heat match against an Australian team 
in the feature attraction on the program. 

Anyone who knows anything about 
Australian speedway will have heard of 
the Sydney Showground. It is the most 
famous venue in the history of the sport 
in Australia, having first hosted the 
sport in the 1920s and running full sea- 
sons of racing right through to the sum- 
mer of 1980-81. 

Local residents then won their long 
battle to close down the “noisy” activity, 
and it was turned into a once-a-year 
only show that was staged from 1988 
through to its final demise in 1996. At 
that stage, the old Sydney Showground, 
situated close to the city center, was 
taken over by Rupert Murdoch’s Fox 
Studios, with, sadly, the old track and 
surrounding grandstands virtually dis- 
appearing. 

The new Showground in the 
“Olympic Zone” at Homebush, west of 
the city, will host the baseball events in 
the 2000 Olympics, as well as other 
sports in some of the pavilions on the 
grounds which are just a few minutes’ 
walk from the main stadium. When 
Terry Poole, regular promoter of the 
Gosford Speedway, north of Sydney, 
and his partner got the go-ahead from 
the ground controllers to stage speed- 
way events, the only available date 
(after the baseball season and Easter 
Show) was Saturday, May 1. 

For speedway bike and sidecar rac- 
ing, the track did not require any addi- 
tional fencing as it would for car racing, 
but the biggest problem facing the pro- 
moters was the need for a headlining 
speedway attraction. 

There was plenty of nostalgia, with 
parades and demonstrations by stars of 
the old Showground days (with the 
meeting opened by Ivan Mauger and 
Jim Airey), and there was a classy side- 
car lineup from four states, but the time 
of year ruled out any topline speedway 
competitors, who had just started their 
European season. 

Instead, an Australia vs. USA match 
was devised, with Schwartz and his 
countrymen flying in only 48 hours 
before the meeting and having a brief 
practice session on Friday night. The rid- 
ers opted not to bring their own bikes 
with them - an arrangement that both the 
promoters and the riders were to later 
regret. 

While the international match was 
promoted as the major attraction, it 
promised much but delivered little 
except for a resounding win for the 
home team, with a few thrilling finishes, 
and it was undoubtedly the sidecars 
which provided the best racing action. 

The Australian team was made up of 
Mick Poole and Stephen Davies, both of 
whom now only race at home after 
lengthy careers in the British League; 
former National Champion but now 
semiretired Troy Butler; and young 
Jason Hawkes, who still aspires to break 
into the British scene. It was the best 
that Australia could track at the time. 

The further the match went, the more 
embarassing the score got for the Ameri- 
cans, as two second placings by Hicks, 








ahead of Hawkes and Davies, were the 
only times that the Aussies did not score 
5-1s when both their riders finished. But- 
ler, riding a bike prepared by another for- 
mer National Champion, John Titman, 
was the top scorer, with a paid maxi- 
mum. Poole claimed fastest time and pro- 
vided the biggest thrills with two storm- 
ing finishes after slow starts. 

Even allowing for the occasions 
when either Poole or Davies failed to 
finish, the Aussies were well-prepared 
and on form. For the visitors, on the 
other hand, very little went right. 

Schwartz later acknowledged that 
the American team's decision to accept 
local bikes was wrong, as was the pre- 
sumption that "someone would help 
them." Having been told by the promot- 
er that there were plenty of bikes avail- 
able, the visitors found one good bike 
out of the four made available to them. 
The others were simply “not up to stan- 
dard," Schwartz said. 

In heat one, Schwartz struggled to 
start his bike. It blew smoke, the chain 
guard knocked the chain off, and 
Schwartz never recovered. He scored 
just one second place when Poole with- 
drew and then stood down from his 
final ride, allowing local rider Ty Platt to 
take his place unannounced. 

The 470-meter track (with barely 50 
meters that you could call a straight) 
was something that the Americans 
could not take to, particularly having 
come straight off the tiny bullring oval 
in Costa Mesa in the United States. 

"It's not a speedway, it's a dirt track 
oval," Schwartz said. 

Other factors that caused the visitors 
to struggle were the dark nature of the 
fence, which made it hard to find your 
bearings on the track, and a very incon- 
sistent track surface caused, no doubt, 
by it being the first meeting after plenty 
of rain the preceding week. The condi- 
tions were the same for the Aussies, but 
Schwartz was adamant that the locals 
were far more used to what is the 
inevitably rough and inconsistent track 
surface in Australia. 

It appeared that at least Hicks head- 
ed home with new fans, as the first- 
timer to Australia never stopped chas- 
ing hard and was a party to the only 
genuine battles in the match. Both Vene- 
gas and McConnell were also on their 
first trip to Australia, and fans quite 
simply never got to know how good 
they are because of the obstacles that 
confronted them. 

Schwartz later admitted to being 
embarrassed by the team's - and partic- 
ularly his own - performance. The for- 
mer two-time World Best Pairs Cham- 
pion has built up a great reputation 
from previous visits to Australia, as far 
back as a trip to the old Sydney Show- 
ground'with Bruce Penhall in 1980 and 
obviously highlighted by his 1982 
World Pairs victory at Liverpool with 
Dennis Sigalos. At this event, he was 
still the same amiable person off the 
track and said the team had a fun time 
during their short stay, but you can be 
sure that if he comes back, he will be 
far better equipped to live up to his 
past deeds. 

A disappointing crowd turnout due 
to the weather and some inevitable 
teething problems with a new venue 
means Aussie fans will probably have to 
reserve judgement on the track until 
after more meetings, with major attrac- 
tions planned for next summer. cN

Bridenbaker cooks at Spring 
Series Motocross

Round one of KB Racing’s MC Concepts/Racers 
Pit Shop/Roseville Cycle/Rancho MC Disman- 
tling-sponsored Spring Series is in the books, 
with Cole Bridenbaker taking the honors im the 
Schoolboy Novice division. Bridenbaker came 
from behind in both motos to take the wins and 
the early lead in the six-race Spring Series. 

All classes in this kickoff round were filled to 
capacity, and riders were greeted with a fresh 
track layout. The Schoolboy Novice division was 
no exception, and it also had a full gate of Begin- 
ners ready to follow on the second wave. Casey 
Ahrens put his Yamaha out in front early on as 
Bridenbaker, Rick Schaffner, Bobby Meyer and 
Chris Van Meter filled the top five positions 
Ahrens maintained control of the moto while 
Bridenbaker kept the pressure on. The first dis- 
ruption to the positions of the lead riders 
occurred midway through the moto, when Kyle 
Marsalla overtook Van Meter and made his way 
into the top five. 

As the laps wound down, Bridenbaker put 
on a charge and zapped Ahrens on the white- 
flag lap. Bridenbaker held on to take the check- 
ers, with Ahrens second and Meyer third. 
Marsalla also showed a last-lap burst of speed, 
taking fourth over the Yamaha of Schaffner. 

Moto two saw some familiar names and 
some new names taking the top positions after 
the riders sorted themselves out through the 
first few turns. Ahrens again claimed the 
holeshot, with Bridenbaker in tow; Cassidy 
Stafford nailed down third, while Meyer and 
Van Meter claimed fourth and fifth, respectively. 
The action was all up front in moto two, as 
Bridenbaker and Ahrens battled for the lead. 
The moto turned into a replay of the first, with 
Bridenbaker using the last-lap signal to herald 
his charge for the lead, overtaking Ahrens in 
time to take the win. Following Bridenbaker's 
Kawasaki was an all-Yamaha show as Ahrens, 
Stafford, Meyer and Van Meter rode the blue 
machines across the finish. 

Bridenbaker's back-to-back moto wins 
claimed the overall, with Ahrens consistently 
earning second. Third for the night went to 
Meyer, with a 3-4 score. Stafford's much- 
improved second-moto third combined with a 
first-moto seventh claimed fourth, and Van 
Meter earned fifth on the night. Bridenbaker's 
win puts him in front in the Schoolboy Novice 
class for the series, but with five rounds remain- 
ing and the level of competition as high as it is, 
the title is up for grabs.

Dahners rocks Rockhopper 
Hare Scrambles

MONROE, WA, APR. 18 

With single-digit National off-road star Jason 
Dahners abandoning his Husaberg deal to 
return to his Northwestern roots as a regional 
KTM support rider, the season points race for 
the NMA Off-Road Series tightened consider- 
ably. Borrowing an old 1997 KTM 250, Dahners 
assumed control of the third race of the 12 in the 
series on the second lap from the early leader, 
Lynnwood Yamaha/KTM’s Eric Cleveland, who 
was fighting a sticking throttle. Once in the lead, 
Dahners never faltered en route to the checkers. 

Dahner's win gave him a first and a third for 
the season, tying him with multi-time NMA 
champ David Lykke but leaving them both a few 
points behind three others. Lynnwood Yamaha- 
backed Lykke struggled with a blown shock at 
the Rockhopper Hare Scrambles, but after work- 
ing his way from ninth into third on the third lap 
around the 6-mile loop, Lykke could not sustain 
his charge and went into survival mode to pro- 
tect his podium finish. Just ahead in the points 
sits Aurora Suzuki's Kevin Bailey, with a first 
and a second in the series thus far. The points 
lead belongs to a surprised Brian Bennett. Ben- 
nett ran a very strong and largely uncontested 
second at the Rockhopper, and he has a second 
and a seventh to boost his total. 

The first to hit the rocky, tight, mostly sec- 
ond- and third-gear course were the two-hour 
racers. Senior Experts Scott Weber and Alan 
Deyo got locked into an epic battle for the lead. 
With each pass, the pace was kicked up another 
notch, but neither could psyche out the other. 
Weber finally smacked a tree, nearly ripping off 
a finger and handing Deyo the victory. 

Rob Lewis snagged the holeshot as the 
Expert three-hour race hit the trail. A tight group 
comprised of Cleveland, Dahners (who started 
dead last) and Bennett, along with the fast- 
improving Aaron Wilson, displaced Lewis on the 
first lap. Gary Furrenes, Sean Wilson and Lykke 
rounded out the AAs still running, while the 
start of an epic A Open battle was forming on 
their rear fender. Kevin Beathards, his teammate 
John Beal, and a fast-closing Joe Wade were 
catching the back of the AA wave and banging 
bars. After hours of back-and-forth racing, Beat- 
hards finished sixth overall, and Beal finished 
10th, in front of Wade's 11th-place finish. 

Out front, Dahners cruised to the finish with 
a31/2-minute advantage. 

Jeff Odom put in an great effort for the day. 
Riding a gutless, stone-stock KLX300 that hit 
more rocks than it could clear, Odom raged 
from a third-row Vet Expert start to seventh 
overall, in spite of being collected by two differ- 
ent crashes in the first half mile. The top 10 was 
fleshed out by eighth-placed Lewis, and ninth- 
placed Sean Wilson. Blaine Ostafin nabbed the A 
Under-class win in 12th overall.

Holeshot awards big hit at

Honda-mounted Scott Jones was "on" and he 
took the win in the 250cc C class after a ferocious 
battle with Jesse Baker and David Graddy in the 
second of two warmup races for the 1999 Roller- 
coaster Racing Tour.

Jones was prepared for the start of the 250cc 
C main event, and he blasted to the first turn, 
with David Graddy and Chris Coogler on his 
fender. Baker got a terrible start, and Koenig's 
was even worse, and they immediately set to 
work on passing the riders between themselves 
and Jones. 

By the halfway point of the seven-lap main, 
both Baker and Koenig caught second-placed 
Graddy. The Yamaha rider held off Baker for 
what seemed like an hour, but three laps later 
Graddy allowed Baker to slip past. For the last 
two laps, Baker was all over Jones, even grab- 
bing the lead once, but it didn't stick. Graddy 
and Koenig were also close at hand, waiting for 
a possible double crash, but Jones was steady 
and didn't make any mistakes, blasting past the 
checkered flag in front. 

William Wilson won both of the increasingly 
popular Exhibition classes after some exciting 
battles with holeshot artist Casey Barnes, Michael 
Duke and local talent Matthew Davis. Combined 
A- and B-class riders in 125cc and 250cc Exhibi- 
tion contests are scored as one class, enabling the 
B riders to hone their skills, and providing a pos- 
sible wake-up call for the A riders. 

“I like it,” commented Wilson. "The Exhibi- 
tion classes give us more competition and keeps 
all of us sharper."

Hale bombards 
Sweney Cycle Park Motocross

BRUSH, CO, APR. 18 

The inaugural 1999 AMA/District 25 State Cham- 
pionship Series, hosted by the Rocky Mountain 
Motocross Association and featuring double 
points for all classes and 200-percent Pro payout, 
made its first stop of the season at Sweney Cycle 
Park, where Fay Meyers/Cortez Trucking/Pro 
Action/Bridgestone-sponsored Wes Hale hooked 
up for a 1-1 performance in the 125cc A class. 

Hale ran flag to flag for the win in the first 
125cc A-class moto, but not without a fight from 
Trent Hansen and Chad Zulian. As Hale 
grabbed the holeshot, Hansen placed his Honda 
in second, with Zulian and Matt Karlsen follow- 
ing. Hale and Zulian went bar to bar through 
the eight-jump rhythm section, with Hale gain- 
ing the advantage. Karlsen slipped a couple of 
positions back aboard his YZ125. With Zulian 
hounding Hale, Hansen had his hands full fend- 
ing off a hard-charging Kevin Hall. 

By the third lap, Hale was able to pull out a 
three-second lead while Hall got past Hansen 
and started to reel in Zulian. Karlsen, who had 
fallen back to sixth, jumped up to fifth with a 
pass over Adam Nazarenus over the finish-line 
jump. Hall used the power of his F&S Suzuki to 
blaze through the rhythm section and get within 
pouncing distance of Zulian. Hall made his 
attack for the position stick two laps from the 
finish with a classic block-pass over Zulian as he 
squared the corner and launched over the spec- 
tator tabletop jump in second place. Zulian then 
had to contend with Hansen, and the two 
banged bars on the white-flag lap. Hansen was 
finally denied the position as he was block- 
passed by Zulian four corners from the finish 
and had to let off. Hale enjoyed a clean five-sec- 
ond buffer at the checkers as Hall, Zulian, 
Hansen and Karlsen followed. 

As Hall sat out moto two with an injured 
foot, Hansen rocketed from the gate and railed 
out of turn one, with Hale alongside. Hansen's 
lead was short-lived, however, as Hale assumed 
the position. Hale held down a two-second lead 
as Hansen, Zulian, Karlsen, Nazarenus, Yama- 
ha-mounted Eric Johnson and Dave Ford filed 
into order. Hansen and Zulian were running 
close when tragedy struck for Hansen: He flew 
across the high-speed start-chute area and 
entered a slick off-camber left-hander and his 
CR125 lost traction, sending him to the ground 
in a hard-cartwheeling get-off. Fortunately, 
Hansen got up uninjured, but he decided to call 
it a day. With too much of a deficit to make up, 
Zulian settled into second as Hale continued to 
pull away. Hale eventually pulled out a 10-sec- 
ond lead at the finish. A race for third developed 
between Nazarenus and Karlsen, with the two 
rounding the circuit wheel to wheel. Karlsen 
held on for the final podium spot, but only two 
seconds ahead of Nazarenus. Hale earned the 
overall, with Zulian, Karlsen, Nazarenus and 
Johnson rounding out the top five.

Journalist Donn Maeda traded in his laptop com- 
puter and cushy 17th-story office for a chance to 
roost with the Over The Hill Gang Expert class. 
Appearing very comfortable - for an ex-ATV 
rider - on the technical Starwest track, Maeda fin- 
ished 1-1 en route to the overall class victory. 

The victory was far from easy, as Maeda had 
to work hard for the win in both motos. At the 
start of moto one, it was perennial holeshot 
artist Tim McEntee at the front of the pack. In 
tow was the Daniel Bush-prepped YZ400 of 
Maeda, Steve Piattoni, and White Brothers/Troy 
Lee-backed Chris Sanchirico. At the end of lap 
one, it was Maeda seizing the lead from McEn- 
tee, followed by Piaittoni and Sanchirico.

Memphis Motorsports Park boasts one of 
the longest front straightaways in the country, 
incorporating the NHRA drag strip and braking 
area for a straight almost one mile in length. 
According to WERA Vintage rules, only a rider's 
six best finishes are taken into account going 
into the Grand National Finals, giving this 
points championship a winner-take-all feel. 

Quickbikes Racing, home of the 1997 and 
1998 Formula RD National Champions, special- 
izes in two-stroke porting and performance 
work. Team owner Dick Gruhn has been an avid 
tuner and vintage racer for many years, but 1998 
marked his first National Championship as a 
rider. Gruhn dominated the Formula RD final 
early in the day on his championship-winning 
Daytona 400, a motorcycle he built to be compet- 
itive in this particular class. He was also able to 
use his Michelin-shod Quickbikes Racing RD 
400 to win the Super Vintage Formula 500cc 
class later in the day, putting his stamp of 
authority on the Memphis vintage races. 

Other multi-time winners on the weekend 
were William Buff Harsh and Richard 
Oldakowski, with two wins apiece. Harsh, using 
a Honda CB350, won the Vintage Two and Vin- 
tage Three races and grabbed a third in Vintage 
One. Oldakowski captured wins in both the 
Lightweight Classic and Mediumweight Classic 
races on his Honda 700. 

The Vintage Five race was won by Harold 
Page Jr., who was followed closely by David 
Rutherford, who in turn won the Heavyweight 
Classic race on a BSA. Steve Staser topped Ken- 
neth Debelak and the aforementioned Harsh in 
Vintage One, all on Honda CB350s. The Formula 
Two-Stroke race was won by the Yamaha RZ350 
of Rick Guirey, while the Vintage Six race, the 
only event held on Sunday, was won by Darren 
Martin on a TZ250.

When the starting gate slammed to the sand 
for the first moto, it was Chris Thompson round- 
ing the first turn with the holeshot. Matt Arm- 
strong ran a close second, over Eide and Todd 
Gosselaar. Eide was the first to make a move, 
going underneath Armstrong after a lap to move 
into second place. A short time later, Armstrong 
lost his front end in a turn and took an LACR soil 
sample. Gosselaar was following in the same line 
and could not avoid the fallen Armstrong, and 
that quickly made it two riders on the ground. 

Meanwhile, up front, Eide had closed to the 
back fender of Thompson and was starting to 
show him his front fender. In the same corner 
that claimed Armstrong and Gosselaar on the 
preceding lap, Thompson tossed away his Suzu- 
ki; Eide, right on his tail, also went down. The 
first rider back up and under way would be the 
leader of the race. Eide proved to be quickest - 
but not before Brent Gilliam threaded his way 
between the duo to run out front. 

Eide was all over Gilliam for a lap before he 
messed up a tricky little turn on the Saddle Glen 
part of the course and had to pick up his bike 
again. Eide's miscue gave Gilliam about five sec- 
onds of breathing room with a couple of laps 
remaining. Eide managed to cut Gilliam's lead in 
half, but he would have to be content with a run- 
ner-up finish. Gosselaar came across in third, 
which was impressive considering that this was 
his first Intermediate race since moving up out of 
the 80cc ranks. Donnie Durrer put in a great 
effort for fourth, over Armstrong and Thompson. 

Armstrong edged out Thompson on the sec- 
ond-moto start, with Eide, Durrer and the rest of 
the field in close formation. After a lap, it was 
Armstrong out front, with Eide knocking at the 
door. Eide managed to slip past Armstrong on 
the back section of the Saddle Glen section for 
the lead. Armstrong stuck with Eide for a couple 
of circuits of the sand track before Eide turned 
up the wick on his YZ125 to pull away for the 
victory. Gilliam used a surprising 1-5 score to 
earn second over the 5-2 of Armstrong.

At the start, Brett Preuss stole a little thunder 
as he grabbed the holeshot to lead Kealamakia 
and Austin Stucki off the line.

Hopson hot at Shelby SX

SHELBY, NC, APR. 24 
Justin Hopson took double wins at the first 
warmup race of the 1999 Rollercoaster Racing 
Tour Series, held at Cleveland County Fair- 
grounds in Shelby, North Carolina. Aboard his 
Shelby Motorsports Kawasaki, Hopson won the 
65cc (10-11) and Junior Mini classes over a full 
gate of intense competitors that included regional 
powerhouse Garrett Church and up-and-comers 
Zack Mitchell, Kyle Cannon, Tyler Clark and Trey 
Matthews.

Hopson dominated the 65cc combined class- 
es, heading the field in both the heat and the 
main events for every lap. In 65cc (7-9) competi- 
tion, Church and Clark staged a head-to-head 
battle during their heat race in which Clark led 
for all but the last turn. Garrett took advantage 
of a tiny opening and zapped Tyler to take the 
checkers for first gate pick in the main. 

Clark got the jump on Church on the start of 
the main event and held on to it with a bulldog 
grip, refusing to be dislodged no matter what 
Garrett tried. 

The Junior Mini and Super Mini classes ran 
combined in a staggered start, and Suzuki of 
Gastonia's Travis Flowers ran away with the 
Super Mini race, shadowed by Blake Arrowood, 
who was riding with a still-mending collarbone. 

Hopson became the engine in the Junior 
Mini-class freight train, cannonballing along 
with Clark, Church, Cannon, Jesse Carney and 
Matthews. Clark was the coal car, pouring fuel 
on the boiler until a fall derailed him and gave 
Hopson some welcome racing room. 

While Super Mini racer Flowers lapped the 
field - twice - Hopson went on to take the Junior 
Mini win ahead of Church, Cannon, Clark and 
Matthews. Flowers also claimed the win in the 
85cc (12-13) class over Arrowood and a deter- 
mined field of 10, including Jordan Harrill, 
Clyde Roberts and Chevis King.

Makinen flies at AMP/GFI 
Spring Series Motocross

TURLOCK, CA, MAY 2 

Mini pilot Aaron Makinen set his course and 
landed a convincing win in the 80cc Beginner 
class at round four of the 1999 AMP/GFI Spring 
Series, presented by Axo Yamaha and Yamaha of 
Modesto. With unspringlike weather hitting the 
Turlock’ Raceway, the AMP crew kept the nor- 
mally busy water truck parked as a light rain 
drifted over the area and actually made for near- 
ly ideal conditions throughout the day. With a 
21-rider gate of anxious 80cc riders waiting, a 
blizzard couldn't have kept these kids grounded. 

Kyle Kent, aboard a Kawasaki, got the jump 
on the field in moto one and quickly developed a 
cushion over Brandon Freeman, Makinen, Darryl 
Seville and Joe Shipman. With the track condi- 
tions a little on the slippery side, Shipman and 
Makinen both tasted soil, with Shipman losing the 
most ground. Kent continued to lead, though the 
distance to second was getting smaller as Freeman 
began gaining ground, with Seville in tow. Once 
again, however, gravity took its toll, and Freeman 
and Seville both went down in a big left-hander. 
Leader Kent also went down, but he got up quick- 
ly and maintained the lead. Makinen now fol- 
lowed Damon McGrath and the two promptly set 
out after Kent for the lead. The first challenge 
came over the double-double section, with 
McGrath and Kent side by side. Makinen dug 
down deep to pass McGrath on the big left-han- 
der and then Kent after the whoop section. Maki- 
nen steadily pulled away while Kent and 
McGrath battled for second. Honda-mounted 
Philip Busalacchi and Trevor Doniak fought over 
fourth place, with Busalacchi holding his ground. 
Makinen had a safe lead up front, but both Kent 
and McGrath went down. Kent rebounded quick- 
ly, but McGrath was not so lucky. The checkers 
flew for Makinen, with Kent snagging a hard- 
fought second. Freeman took third, with Busalacchi 
and Doniak rounding out the top five. 

Moto two saw the rain subside, and with 
excellent track conditions, Kent once again took 
the holeshot. However, Doniak was glued to his 
fender, and he got by Kent over the small step-up 
jump to take over the lead. Kent was promptly 
hounded by Makinen, who put Kent behind him 
with a move on the turn after the big step-up 
jump. Makinen quickly zeroed in on Doniak and 
outgunned him through the whoop section to 
take over the lead by the end of lap one. Also in 
the mix was Shipman, in fourth, and Yamaha 
pilot Ross Pacheco, running in fifth. Pacheco kept 
Seville at bay until Seville made his way around 
him in turn one. Seville hounded Kent and made 
an inside move stick. Makinen once again opened 
up a sizable lead, leaving the battle for second 
behind him to take the moto and overall win, 
with Doniak barely holding off Seville for second, 
with Kent in fourth, taking a 2-4 score for second 
overall. Shipman rounded out the top five, going 
6-5 and fourth overall on the day.

Cook fries one up at PIR

Jockey David Cook stretched his thoroughbred 
Yamahas’ legs at the Oregon Motorcycle Road 
Racing Association's inaugural race of the 1999 
season. Winning three of his four classes, he 
showed the racing fans what he could do astride 
the hot new Yamaha R1 and R6. 

Nabbing the holeshot in all four outings, 
Cook rode away with the win in the 600cc Super- 
bike, Open Superbike and Open Super Sport 
classes. Cook attributed his fifth-place finish in 
the 600cc Super Sport race to a poor choice of 
tires. It had been raining off and on all day, and 
he chose to run stock tires in the 600cc Super 
Sport contest, hoping for some dry pavement. By 
race time, the rain was pretty significant and the 
“non-rains” gave him a lot of trouble. Cook opted 
to play it safe and ease his way around the track.

All three 
passed Cook early on, and it was quite a battle 
with several position changes, including some 
hair-raising passing of backmarkers by Sullivan. 

Twice, Carpenter got by Sullivan on the 
front straight of the 1.9-mile, nine-turn track. 
Both times ended in Sullivan smoking by him on 
the brakes at the end of the straight. All three 
*were weaving in and around backmarkers by 
midrace. In the hunt for Sullivan, Carpenter and 
Dugan made questionable decisions to both pass 
a lapper (on both sides) in turn one. Fortunately, 
there were no casualties. Sullivan edged out the 
win, followed by Dugan and Carpenter.

Schueler soars at 
Happy Ramblers Motocross

HANOVER, PA, APR. 25 
Diamond Motorsports / FMF/Maier Manufac- 
turing-backed Yamaha rider Joseph Schueler 
flew to the overall wins in the 125cc A and Open 
A classes at round two of the District 7 Expert 
Motocross Series, held at Happy Ramblers MX. 
The race, which featured special awards for the 
amateur classes, drew more than 400 riders to do 
battle on the tight and technical supercross-style 
course. After a close second-place finish in the first 
125cc A moto, Schueler jumped into the early lead 
in moto two and never looked back, scoring the 
overall win in a tie breaker over Shenandoah 











Honda/Boyesen/Twin-Air-supported Jason Con- 
lon, and later taking the win in the Open A class 
with a commanding double moto victory. 

When the gate dropped for the first 125cc A 
moto, it was the quick-starting Conlon who rock- 
eted into the lead, followed closely by Schueler. 
RPP/FMF/Thor-backed Yamaha rider Ronnie 
Miller was third, followed by Kawasaki-mounted 
Ryan Jones and Kevin Brodsky Jr., on a Yamaha. 
As Conlon motored to a five-second advantage 
over Schueler, the hard-charging Brodsky moved 
around Jones and began to hound Miller for 
third, eventually taking the spot with an aggres- 
sive pass on the final lap. Just after the halfway 
mark in the moto, Schueler began to chew at Con- 
lon's lead, closing a few seconds per lap. Brodsky 
was strong, in third, followed by Miller and Ray 
Wilt Honda FMF-backed Cecil Williams, who 
charged into the top five. Schueler closed in on 
Conlon later in the moto as the Honda rider 
began to encounter lappers, but despite his 
incredible charge he had to settle for the runner- 
up spot as Conlon blitzed the checkers for the 
moto win. Brodsky was third, followed by Miller 
in fourth. Jones rounded out the top five. 

Kemp's Racing-backed Honda rider Ryan 
Newkirk blasted to the second-moto holeshot 
but surrendered the lead to the aggressive 
Schueler before the close of the first lap. Conlon 
quickly moved into second, followed closely by 
Jones in third. Newkirk dropped to fourth. 
Needing the moto victory to score the overall 
win, Schueler maintained a steady four-second 
lead on Conlon. While Jones rode solidly in 
third, Brodsky went to work on Honda-mount- 
ed Michael Rothstein for fourth, eventually tak- 
ing the position on the final lap. Schueler took 
the moto win and the overall, followed by Con- 
lon. Jones was third, followed by Brodsky. Roth- 
stein hung on to round out the top five. 

Schueler later took the overall win in the 
Open A class with a perfect 1-1 score. Schueler's 
younger brother Chris, also YZ400F-mounted, 
kept his sibling honest by finishing in the run- 
ner-up position. Nate Updyke took his Honda to 
third overall, followed by District 7’s defending 
Open A class champion, Brian Sullivan, on a 
big-bore Suzuki. Yamaha-mounted Chris 
Rhoten rounded out the top five overall.

Pastrana, Crine take 
Blue/Grey Motocross

BUDDS CREEK, MD, MAY 2 

Suzuki/Fox/FMF/ Varner-backed Travis Pas- 
trana and AMA National MX number 52, Kevin 
Crine, were the star attractions of the 30th annu- 
al Blue/Grey Motocross, hosted by the Balti- 
more County Trail Riders Association and held 
at Budds Creek MX Park. The race, which is 
hailed as "the oldest ongoing motocross race in 
the country," attracted more than 500 riders 
from Districts 7 and 13 and beyond, and also 
served as round three of the 1998 District 7 
Motocross Series. Pastrana, making his much- 
anticipated jump into the Expert ranks, styled to 
the wins in the 125cc A and 250cc A classes, 
while Crine, aboard a brand-new - and box- 
stock - Freestate cycles/Wiseco/Pirelli / Atomic 
22-backed Suzuki, took control of the Over 25 A 
and Unlimited A classes. 

Pastrana blasted to the lead at the start of the 
first 250cc A moto, followed by Kawasaki- 
mounted Jeff Drury, Crine, Glenn Mayor and 
Jonathan Barber, the latter two both on 
Kawasakis. Crine made quick work of Drury, 
taking over the runner-up spot before the close 
of the first lap, while JT Motorsports/Pro Cir- 
cuit-backed Suzuki rider Jeff Grove moved 
solidly into fourth. There followed a battle for 
fifth between Mayor and Yamaha-mounted 
Terry Kennedy, who took the spot before the 
end of the lap. Pastrana maintained a steady 
three-second margin on Crine until Crine fell in 
the back section and gave Pastrana a 10-second 
margin with just a few laps remaining. Just 
when the race appeared to be over, Pastrana 
gave the fans an unexpected treat when he wait- 
ed for Crine at the top of the finish-line hill; the 
pair then rode the final laps in a single-file dis- 
play of heel clickers and whips. 

Pastrana took the win and Crine took sec- 
ond. Drury was impressive in third, followed by. 
an equally impressive ride from the district's Vet 
A-class points leader, Grove, in fourth. 

"astrana repeated his impressive starting tech- 
nique in the second moto, as the 18-rider field 
gave chase. Crine headed the rest of the field, fol- 
lowed by Kennedy, Barber and Drury. The fun 
and games from the first moto were over, as Pas- 
trana and Crine battled intensely for the lead, 
though Pastrana once again pulled out to a steady 
three- to four-second margin over Crine, with 
Kennedy safe in third. In an effort to not lose sight 
of the leaders, the hard-charging Drury moved 
around Barber for fourth, leaving Barber to fight 
off the attack of Kemp's Racing-backed Honda 
rider Michael Rothstein for fifth. With the check- 
ered flag in sight, Crine made a gutsy attempt to 
go under Pastrana, who railed the outside of the 
final turn for the win. Crine held on for second, 
followed by Kennedy, Drury and Rothstein.

Yamaha pilot Kevin Chapman roasted the compe- 
tition en route to an @verall victory in the always- 
competitive 250cc Novice class at round three of 
the 1999 AMP/GFI Spring SeMes, presented by 
Axo/Yamaha/Yamaha of Modesto.

Hamby would continue on unscathed to lead 
every lap for the win.

While Danny Mohr could only muster.a sev- 
enth-place finish in the first moto, he more than 
made up for it by going wire to wire on his 
YZ125 for the second-moto win.

Diminutive speedster Shawn Haberlock, riding 
a Kawasaki KX60, hammered the competition in 
two classes at the fourth race in a series of 15 
events at Willow Creek Motocross Park, picking 
up wins in the 60cc Advanced and 80cc Junior 
classes. He won both classes with 1-1 tallies. 
Haberlock's first challenge - his toughest of 
the day - was in the 80cc Junior class. Despite 
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the obvious displacement disadvantage, the 
60cc-mounted Haberlock made short work of 
the first moto after taking the lead out of turn 
one and then leaving Yamaha-mounted Brock 
Chappelle and Chris Johnson to duke it out for 
second. The position ultimately went Chap- 
pelle's way, behind Haberlock, who was the 
only small-displacement rider to clear all of the 
course's obstacles. 

Moto two was much the same. Haberlock 
took the lead from the get-go and was never 
challenged, although Chappelle did stay closer 
to the KX rider. Haberlock scored the overall 
win with a 1-1 tally to beat Chappelle (2-2) and 
Johnson (3-3), while Andy Holmes took a win in 
the combined Novice class, beating Suzuki rider 
C.J. Baxter and Jon McGillivray. 

Haberlock’s day of domination continued 
with his runaway performances in the 60cc class, 
in which he lapped the entire field with the 
exception of fellow Advanced rider Ben Anglen. 
Trailing the trio was Kawasaki rider Rhett John- 
son, who pulled out a large lead on his fellow 
Novice-class contestants to post two runaway 
performances of his own for an overall win 
ahead of Clay Hopkins and Derrick May 

The Vet (Over 30) class was once again the 
fastest class of the day, led by Kawasaki rider 
Nev LaBorde. 

In the Expert class, LaBorde, the lone Expert 
rider, got out front in both motos and never 
looked back in his 1-1 rampage over fellow KX 
rider Bill Kinney and Yamaha rider Dave 
Cheney. Cheney beat Kinney in a moto-one battle 
for the top spot in the Intermediate portion, but 
Kinney stormed back to hold off all of Cheney’s 
challenges in moto two to lead Cheney and John 
Thayer to the finish. Jim Larsen took the Junior 
win over Mike Kilby and Corey Shepherd.

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Imanishi a rising sun 
at MRA road race

Tetsu Imanishi of Japan outrode the Heavy- 
weight Super Sport pack on his Suzuki 
GSXR750 in the opening round of the Motor- 
cycle Roadrace Association’s series. The event is 
an eight-lap sprint race featuring motorcycles 
primarily in the 750cc range, based on produc- 
tion equipment. 

At first, Dennie Burke pulled away from the 
crowd on his GSXR750. It appeared to be The 
Burke Show, as Dennie and Ryan Burke were in 
the front of the pack, with Brad McKiernan and 
Imanishi in tow. Then Imanishi began to pour it 
on, moving past McKiernan and making seem- 
ingly quick work of Ryan Burke. That left him 
following Dennie Burke for the latter half of the 
race. It seemed as though Dennie Burke’s 
machine had the horses, as he would pull on the 
back straight, but Imanishi was wild bn the 
brakes and would close it up hard in the corners.

That led to the back straight 
again, and Dennie Burke began to close the gap 
toward the dreaded Dragon Slide. Imanishi held 
him off through the dangerous downhill right, 
left, and hard right onto the front straight. It was 
a dramatic finish, as they tucked in and pulled 
each other to the finish line. It had been rumored 
that Imanishi had not thrown a leg over a 
motorcycle throughout the whole off-season. 

It should also be noted that Robert Christ- 
man, a recent Novice graduate, proved himself 
very capable this weekend. Riding a Honda 
CBR600F3, he was able to place sixth in this 
Heavyweight event as well as third in Mid- 
dleweight Supersport, second in Middleweight 
Superbike, and fourth in Heavyweight Super- 
bike. 

The Race of the Rockies is always exciting, 
and this one proved even more so due to heavy 
traffic, as 33 entrants finished the event - and 
provided an obstacle course for the leaders as 
they lapped the field. In the beginning, Josh Gra- 
ham, Dan Turner, Aaron Turner and Ricky 
Orlando were the top four. It was like watching 
replays from last season as the top four chased 
each other around the 1.7-mile circuit. Suddenly 
they came upon lapped traffic and the leaders 
traded places. Dan Turner fared the best, with 
Josh Graham falling back as far as fourth or fifth. 
Shane Turpin, on his new Yamaha R1, had 
pushed his way to second at one point, aggres- 
sively forcing his way through backmarkers. At 
the end, it was Dan Turner, followed by his 
brother Aaron. Josh Graham got back past 
Turpin to round out the podium, with Ricky 
Orlando taking fifth.

Team Thousand Oaks-backed Hayden Com- 
mans was on the gas, too, and before the com- 











pletion of the first lap, he had caught and passed 
Smith for the lead. Not one to give up, Smith 
struck back and chased Commans for the whole 
race and eventually took back the lead. 

“Hayden got sideways coming up the inside 
of a muddy hill and slid out,” Smith said. 

From that point on, it was clear sailing for 
Smith, who powered away to the victory aboard 
his Curnutt Shock-backed KTM 50. 

The second moto saw Smith pull a repeat 
holeshot, with Commans and a hard-charging 
Chris Ploufe in tow. 

Ploufe was on the move, and he made a cou- 
ple of quick passes but he, too, would be a vic- 
tim of the same slippery uphill that claimed 
Commans in moto one. 

Smith emerged in the lead by the completion 
of lap one, with Commans in hot pursuit. 

The two Micro Mini racers fought it out for 
the remainder of the moto, with Commans com- 
ing out on top of the battle. 

In the end, the war went to Smith, whose 
more consistent finishes placed him on the top 
spot of the podium and made him the recipient 
of the biggest plaque and tons of toys. 

“My favorite prize was the Army truck and 
the toy YZ400,” he said. 

Former Mini rider Jared Williams had a 
nearly flawless day in the 125cc Novice class. He 
swept both motos of competition on his Pit Pro- 
backed YZ125, while Jimmy Eberle was good for 
second place in front of Simon Temmermann, 
T.J. Berario, Sergio Ponce De Leon and former 
Pee Wee champ Johner Faulkner.

Powers super at 
Sugar Tree Motocross

AXTON, VA, APR. 25 
Honda rider Travis Powers had a stellar day at 
Lake Sugar Tree Motocross, besting two classes 
for overall wins. The opening event of the Lake 
Sugar Tree racing season - the fifth round of the 
U.S. Eastern Spring Motocross Series - saw Pow- 
ers put the power to the ground, winning both 
motos of the Schoolboy class and then backing it 
up in 125cc B action by winning the first moto 
and riding to second in moto two to, claim the 
overall. ° 

The Schoolboy division turned out to be 
Powers’ most convincing win, as he went virtu- 
ally untouched in either moto, stretching out 
strong leads over James Barnes and Brandon 
Watson by the time the checkers fell. The 125cc 
B class, on the other hand, had Powers working 
for his keep as he faced some stiff competition 
from Raleigh Deel and Kawasaki-mounted Josh 
Fulton. Powers got in the first blow by barely 
edging out Suzuki-mounted Deel for the first- 
moto win, while Lane McKee and Suzuki of 
Winston-Salem-backed Chad Black sent Fulton 
all the way back to fifth. 

When the gate hit the ground for moto two, 
Fulton was ready to rumble, and he grabbed the 
holeshot. Powers was slow off the gate and had 











to play catch-up to the front-runners early on, 
but he was soon knocking on Fulton's door. 

Once Powers was close, Fulton reached 
down deep and turned up the wick. Solid and 
strong like a steamboat, Fulton handed Powers 
his only moto loss on the day, but it did not 
keep Powers off the top step of the podium. 
Deel worked through with a third in moto two, 
which put him in second, while Fulton made the 
top three, over Black and McKee. 

The best racing of the day came in the Over 
30 B class. Russ Pickett came out swinging and 
carried the point in the first moto from the drop 
of the gate to the checkers. However, Pickett 
could never shake David Hobson from his tail. 

In moto two, Hobson returned the favor by 
taking control of the holeshot and leading the 
field at the start. After two tough motos, it was 
Hobson’s day, as he held on to the second-moto 
lead to take the win and the overall, sending 
Pickett back to the pits. The rest of the field 
traded positions and moto finishes throughout 
the day, with Ron Horne taking third with 
scores of 4-5 over Van Cran’s tally of 6-4. John 
Morrissey made up for a disappointing ninth in 
moto one to come back with a third-place ride 
the second time out to make it into the top five 
for the day. cN

TV commentary booth in Jerez 
when Mick Doohan crashed in the 
Friday afternoon qualifying session. 

We were live on Eurosport and I 
was looking through my notes, saying 
something to the effect that this was the 
first time since 1993 that Doohan hadn't 
won at least one of the first two races of 
the season. Just then, co-commentator 
Toby Moody suddenly started shout- 
ing, “Mick Doohan is down! Doohan is 
down!” 

Toby, Randy Mamola and I doa 
marathon weekend of 14 hours of live 
Grand Prix coverage for Eurosport, and 
that same commentary on Sunday is 
recorded and, after a little postproduc- 
tion work, becomes the commentary for 
our one-hour same-day-delayed broad- 
casts of the 250 and 500cc races on 
Speedvision. You get to see and hear 
roughly one-seventh of what fans in 
Europe have available to them. 

Randy is in pit lane with a radio 
microphone and Toby and I are up in 
the booth. Toby and I make sure that 
one of us always has his eyes on the 
screen, because the worst thing that can

booth is to get caught looking out the 
window, or at your notes, when some- 
thing big happens on screen - some- 
thing that you don’t see. 

When I looked up at the screen I 
saw a horrific sight. Doohan's bike was 
cartwheeling high in the air and Mick 
was just in the process of slamming 
into a Michelin sign that was placed in 
front of some tire barriers. Then, in a 
flash, we realized that the crash was 
right behind us. 

I jumped up and opened the door 
and looked down from the back of the 
grandstand at a helmetless security 
guard lying prone on the service road 
beside his scooter. On the other side of 
the barrier, I could see cornerworkers 
bending down, but I couldn’t see Mick. 
Yellow flags were waving. 

Two ambulances were on the way 
via the service roads and then, very 
soon after the incident, red flags were 
being shown all around the track. 

So much had happened at once that 
it was hard to take it all in, let alone 
explain it. The first official qualifying 
session had begun at 2:00 p.m. sharp, 
with the track still damp after a rain 
that had fallen at the end of 125cc qual- 
ifying. About a half-dozen 500cc riders 
had gone out with cut-slicks or “inter- 
mediate” tires, among them Kenny

Roberts Jr. and Alex Criville. But 
Doohan stayed in the pits until he saw 
Roberts’ times getting down near the 
2:02 mark. 

Doohan had been quickest by more 
than a second in the morning’s dry 
free-practice session, and he was obvi- 
ously out to do what he has been doing 
for the last five years: put pressure on 
his rivals by getting deep into the quick 
times very early in qualifying. 

I'd mentioned several times on the 
air how slick the white lines in Jerez 
can be when they are damp. I remem- 
ber racing there when the track was 
new and almost being caught a couple 
of times when I touched the lines. 

Doohan quickly got under two min- 
utes, and he then started bringing his 
times down very quickly. Soon he was 
down to 1:47.5 and then 1:46.4, but it 
was during the 1:46.4 that he ran up on 
the white line at Nieto corner and spun 
the rear wheel, sending his Repsol 
Honda into a long slide that he was 
able to control. 

That, I figured, would have been 
warning enough. 

We were nearly halfway through the 
one-hour session - the track was dry 
and all riders were out on slicks. The 
corner in which Doohan crashed was 
the same one he went down in back in 
'95, when Spain's Alberto Puig won the 
race. Mick came out of the turn-two 
hairpin and accelerated through the 
Michelin right-hander. He was running 
about 120 mph in third, flat out, when 
he peeled off for the fast left-hander. 
He let the bike drift a little too far to the 
right and put the rear slick up on the 
still-damp white line. Without any 
warning, the bike spun, stepped out 
and then gripped again, snapping the 
rider out of the seat and hurling him 
over the bars and into the gravel. The 
machine shed its tank, then bounced 
and cartwheeled over the deep gravel. 
Doohan, tumbling like a rag doll, 
slammed into the tire barrier and an 
instant later his Honda hit the top of 
the fence about 10 yards behind him. 

The fence was strong enough to stop 
the bike, but several parts broke off on 
impact, including two silencers. As fate 
would have it, a Spanish security guard 
was traveling along the service road 
right behind the wall and never saw 
what hit him. He's still in very serious 
condition. 

Doohan was motionless on his back 
in the gravel for about 10 secends 
before opening his eyes. He broke his

right leg just below the knee - the same 
leg he broke so badly at Assen in 1992 - 
and also his right collarbone and left 
wrist. 

It took a while for it all to sink in, 
but we realized that Mick Doohan's run 
for a sixth straight title was over, and 
that he would be facing a lengthy 
recovery at best. Mick's intentions are 
to return "as soon as he can." 

What we didn't know at the time 
was that Kenny Roberts Jr., at about the 
same time, had done the same thing on 
a fast right-hander. He put his rear 


wheel on the white line and a few sec-. 


onds later found himself in the fence. 
On the same lap that Doohan and 
Roberts were crashing, Biaggi and John 
Kocinski also touched the lethal white 
lines and both riders were thrown up 
and out of the seat, though both man- 
aged to save it. 

Were the white lines too slick? Had 
someone forgotten to sandblast them? 
Had the wrong kind of paint been 
used? Those are the questions that the 
riders’ safety delegate, Franco Uncini, 
is being asked by Doohan, Roberts, 
Biaggi and others. 

In the crazy moments after the 
crash, while we were watching the two 
ambulances, one carrying the police- 
man and one carrying the five-time 
World Champion, I found myself in 
awe of the magnitude of the event. I 
felt that I'd never see Doohan race 
again, and that whether I did or not, 
this day marked the end of a five-year 
period of domination the likes of which 
may never be seen again in Grand Prix 
racing. 

I knew that many would say that 
Mick was riding too hard on a damp 
track and that he was out there on the 
edge, trying to break the spirit of guys 
like Roberts and Criville. They are 
right. Mick went down, ending his 
string of consecutive championships 
and (almost certainly) his run on Agos- 
tini's record for total wins in 500cc GP, 
because he was trying to rattle, shake 
and maybe even break his opponents 
confidence. 

But if this workaholic and obsessive 
aggressiveness was, in fact, his down- 
fall, it was also the quality that made 
him the man for the last five years. I 
could give a lot of examples of 
instances when Doohan, under dodgy 
conditions, went out and put in heart- 
stopping laps to take yet another pole. 

Mick always said that he didn't care 
about the pole, that being on the front

row was enough, but nobody in mod- 
ern GP history (as I pointed out last 
week in a Cycle News article on statis- 
tics) has ever been on the pole with the 
frequency of Doohan. In 137 GP starts, 
he has 58 poles for a percentage of 42.3 
percent. Only Freddie Spencer, at 41.9 
percent on less than half the number of 
starts, is even close. 

Maybe it's true that Mick didn't care 
about getting the pole, like he said. But 
what he cared about was not letting 
anyone else get the pole - not letting 
anybody go to bed too happy. 

Here's a story that tells you a lot 
about Doohan and what he was pre- 
pared to do to beat you: In Imola a cou- 
ple of years ago, we were in the final 
minutes of the final qualifying session 
and it had just started to rain. Criville 
had been in the right place at the right 
time and had put up the quickest lap of 
practice just as the first little cat's paws 
of rain started popping up on his 
screen. Mick had been in the Repsol 
Honda pit, getting ready for a final run. 
When he stepped out of the garage, he 
saw a few drops coming down and saw 
Alex coming in. Mick's crew had his 
bike ready to go, but Mick walked over 
to Alex and asked about the conditions. 
Alex, who still had his helmet on, 
pointed up to the sky and made the rid- 
ers' international fingers-extended ges- 
ture for light rain. 

Mick turned on the spot, got on the 
bike and went out to put in a fantastic 
lap to steal the pole from Alex. He did 
it on a track that was taking a light rain 
and he dared to touch white lines that 
could, at any second, become lethal. It 
was a calculated risk. He was living 
dangerously, but he trusted his 
instincts and his feel of the race track. 

The effect of taking that pole from 
Criville was devastating. I talked to 
Alex that night and he just shook his 
head in wonder and said, “Este tio te 
rompe los huevos (That guy is a ball- 
breaker)." 

In Jerez last week, Mick was facing a 
difficult situation. Roberts was coming 
in on a two-race winning streak and 
Criville had won the last two in a row 
at Jerez. He had to make a statement. 
He had to stop their momentum. 

If Doohan had kept that Honda 
about an inch tighter, the story of the 
Spanish Grand Prix would have been a 
lot different and maybe a lot less mem- 
orable - but then you always remember 
the wingwalker's failures more than his 
successes.

JUNE 3, 1969 

The Palmgren brothers finished 1-2 in a Triumph sweep 
of the Reading, Pennsylvania, Half Mile. Larry Palm- 
gren (Tri) took the win, followed by his brother Chuck 
Palmgren (Tri), with reigning AMA Grand National 
Champion Gary Nixon (Tri) finishing third... In Cana- 
da, two Honda in-line four-cylinder-powered road rac- 
ers were spotted at the Harewood Acres races in 
Ontario... The Bushmasters MC hosted its final 
motocross of the season in Beaumont, California. Don 
Watkins won the 100cc class, and Walter Sharp won the 
125cc class. Both riders were aboard Sachs-powered 
machines... Shorty Seabourne (BSA) won a Friday 
night half mile at Ascot Park for the first time in two 
years, while up the road in Paicoma, Rick Woods won 
the speedway races held at Whiteman Stadium... BSA 
was advertising wins by none other than "Crazy Dave" 
Aldana in order to push its Victor line of off-road 
motorcycles. 





MAY 30, 1979 

Kent Howerton (Suz) stopped Bob Hannah's win 
streak at the fifth round of the AMA 250cc National 
MX Series in Southwick, Massachusetts. In fact, Han- 
nah finished a disappointing 10th overall after carding 
a DNF in moto two... In the opening round of the 
AMA 500cc National Championship Series held at the 
same venue, Danny LaPorte (Suz) put together a 
sweep to take the overall victory ahead of Rex Staten 
(Yam) and Darell Shultz (Suz)... We ran an interview 
on the always-smiling Gary Jones, who captured two 
successive AMA National MX titles in the early '70s. 
Jones rode for the Yamaha, Honda and Can-Am facto- 
ries before going on to build and race Ammex motor- 
cycles with his father, Don... Neil Hudson (Mai) won 
the Belgian 250cc MX GP at Genk... We also took a 
look at how the EPA was addressing the problem of 
noisy motorcycles. 





MAY 24, 1989 

Doug Chandler (Hon) put together a flawless perfor- 
mance aboard his Hank Scott-prepared RS750 to win 
the Ascot Half Mile. Ricky Graham finished second, 
with Rodney Farris (H-D) finishing third... The Human 
Race Team of Kurt Hall and Andy Fenwick (Yam) 
made it two wins in a row when they captured the over- 
all victory at the Willow Springs International Raceway 
round of the WERA National Endurance Series in Rosa- 
mond, California.. Kevin Hines (KTM) carded only 11 
points en route to the win at the Cherry Creek National 
Enduro in Traverse City, Michigan, round four on the 
AMA schedule... Eric Geboers (Hon) drew even with 
his factory Honda teammate David Thorpe (Hon) at the 
top of the World 500cc MX Championship Series stand- 
ings after winning the Italian GP in Fermo... Tyson 
Vohland (Kaw) led his teammate and brother Tallon 
Vohland (Kaw) across the finish line for the win during 
round six of the Mickey Thompson Off-Road Gran Prix 
Series at the Rose Bowl in Pasadena, California. CN
